An ultimatum set this week by 
the largest opposition party to 
the minority government is call- 
ing for equality on all the na- 
tion’s motorways - “either all 
drivers pay to travel on the eight 
existing motorways which have 
no tolls or they remain free”. 
With these so-called SCUT (from 
the Portuguese acronym for toll- 
free) motorways currently cost- 
ing the taxpayer 700 million 
euros a year, the cash-strapped 
government might just be willing 
to have its hand “forced” by the 
Social Democrats and charge tolls 
across the country. This move 
will not win the ruling-Socialists 
any favours with the electorate, 
but having the largest opposition 
party’s support will minimise 
any substantial losses at ballot 
boxes in three year’ s time. 

Protests by motorists in north- 
ern Portugal this week, which ‘ ‘ex- 
ceeded expectations” accordingto 
organisers, could spread to the 
south should the government de- 
cide to levy tolls on the A22. 

As revealed in last week’ s edi- 
tion of The Portugal News, lead- 
ers from all across the political 
spectrum in this tourist-depend- 
ant region said they would oppose 
the introduction of tolls on the 
A22, predicting it could cripple the 
Algarve’ s already ailing economy. 

But the minority government, 
adamant that tolls should be 
charged on selected motorways in 
the north, were this week told by 
the opposition PSD to be “fair” 
or face having its proposals to 
charge toUsrejectedbyparliament. 

“The cost of travelling on mo- 


torways should be home by their 
users and not the taxpayer”, said 
PSD spokesman Miguel Relvas, 
revealing his party had scheduled 
a meeting with the government to 
discuss support for tolls on all 
motorways. 

In a veiled reference to the Al- 
garve’ s claims that tolls will cause 
a serious dent in the tourist indus- 
try, Miguel Relvas argued: “Tolls 
should not be charged on a re- 
gional level, but on anational one. 
They should be applied to all 
people and not just some, 
whether they are Portuguese or 
foreigners”. 

The government though, has 
been reluctant to push through 
tolls elsewhere in the country, but 
failure to oblige with the PSD’s 
wishes, which have since been 
echoed by the smaller CDS-PP 
party, could cost state coffers 
hundreds of millions in lost rev- 
enue. 

The PSD has given the govern- 
ment until July 9 to come up with 
an alternative proposal. 

Sociahst back-benchers had al- 
ready drawn up a proposal last 
month calling for tolls on all the 
nation’ s motorways, though MP 
Vitor Baptista, who presented it, 
cited the nation’s dire financial 
situation as justification for the 
charging of tolls as opposed to 
equality. 

In the meantime, the PSD’s 
counter-proposal has set out a 
calendar for the introduction of 
tolls, calling for them to be intro- 
duced nationwide over the course 
of the next six months . Should ne- 
gotiations ontollsreachadeadend. 


the PSD has threatened to vote in 
favour of a joint law decree pre- 
sented by the Conununist Party 
and the Left Bloc calling for the 
immediate suspension of tolls on 
all SCUT motorways. The pro- 
posal will be tabled for voting in 
parliament on July 9, which is also 
the deadline the PSD has given the 
government to incorporate its sug- 
gestions into proposed legislation 
regulating toll roads and their 
charging. 

Further evidence of tolls be- 
coming more hkely in the Algarve 
came last week when the State 
Secretary for Transport and Pub- 
lic Works, Paulo Campos, after 
being told that an injunction had 
been filed by seven town halls in 
the north against the charging of 
tolls, said he would consider 
charging tolls on all free motor- 
ways if he were forced to do so. 

Mayors in the north of the 
country have been claiming they 
are being discriminated against 
while motorists in the south en- 
j oy the benefit of free motorways 
at the taxpayers’ expense. 

Meanwhile, as revealed in a 
previous edition of The Portu- 
gal News, the Algarve has al- 
ready pledged not to accept the 
introduction of tolls here without 
afight. Tolls will also imply all cars 
being fitted with microchips to 
allow roadside sensors to elec- 
tronically debit a motorist’s ac- 
count and dispense with erecting 
costly toll booths on the A22. 

The chairman of Algarve Mu- 
nicipalities, Macario Correia said 
last week there “can be no honest 
reason to introduce tolls on the Via 


do Infante motorway”. 

The president of the Algarve 
Tourism Board (ERTA) had ear- 
lier told The Portugal News he 
would lead the fight against tolled 
motorways in the Algarve. 

“I am against tolls on the A22”, 
he said, “The EN 1 25 is not an al- 
ternative, and until it is, we can- 
not possibly have tolls on the 
A22. 

“The cost will be enormous to 
the region, as traffic will be di- 
verted onto the EN125 creating 
terrible congestion issues. What 
we cannot do is ask a tourist who 
has just spent two hours on a flight 
from northern Europe to spend 
another two hours in a bus to travel 
40 kilometres.” 

But he did leave the door open 
to accepting tolls at a later date. 

“The EN 1 25 is being subjected 
to major renovation work, and 
once complete, we will have an- 
other look at the viability of the 
road as an alternative.” 

However, shortly before going 
to press, there was a suggestion 
that the prime minister had offered 
a compromise deal. 

According to reports, Jose 
Socrates is ready to offer an ex- 
emption to businesses registered 
in regions where tolls would be 
charged, with the same being ap- 
plied to residents, who would 
then escape tolls. 

Visitors from abroad or other 
regions of the country are ex- 
pected to face paying for using 
these motorways. 

Whether the opposition deems 
this proposal is fair and equal is 
expected to spark some debate.

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Politicians look for high tension solution

Algarve-elected Socialist Party (PS) MPs have this week stressed the importance of the 
lines of communication remaining open to find a solution for the proposed Portimao- 
Tunes high tension line, so as to protect the best interests of both the population and 
the environment. Failure to do so will almost certainly result in a repeat of protests and 
hunger strikes that occurred back in 2007 against high tension lines. 


T he MPs’ position 
was affirmed during a 
parliamentary 
debate held this week, 
to discuss a new 
proposal for the ‘very high 
tension’ line planned to cross 
through the areas ofFuncho and 
Arade, in Silves. 

At the request of the Portu- 
guese Environmental Agency 
(APA) the debate was opened to 
the public. 

At the core of the debate was a 
document depicting the pro- 
posed stretch, though this does 
not have the “general consensus” 
of the local population. 


A previous alternative pro- 
posal presented in an Environ- 
mental Impact Study (EIA) in 
2009 did, however, have the lo- 
cal population’s approval, as 
well as the approval of Silves 
Town Hall and the National Elec- 
tricity Network (REN). 

“We believed that a compro- 
mise for the implementation of 
the line hadbeenreached amongst 
all parties involved, but faced 
with a new proposal we think new 
negotiations are necessary”, said 
MP Jamila Madeira. 

In the Algarve-elected MP’s 
opinion, “dialogue must allow 
for a balanced solution to be 


found, that will protect economic 
and environmental values as well 
as the welfare of the population”. 

The implementation of a 
‘very high tension’ line in the 
Algarve was announced in 2007 
and is intended to reinforce the 
supply of electricity to the West- 
ern Algarve. 

It suffered a series of protests 
and setbacks as locals contested 
the line crossing through their 
villages. 

Nevertheless, the MPs urge 
that the line’s “relevance to the 
quality of energy supply should 
not represent a motive for con- 
flict with population”. 
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In recent years the Algarve has 
been plagued with controversy 
regarding REN’s Portimao- 
Tunes High T ension power line. 

Protests and petitions in sev- 
eral locations across the region 
erupted as a consequence, some 
successfully deterring the cables 
from crossing over inhabited ar- 
eas, and many rural hamlets. 

In June 2007 it emerged that 
two initial alternatives had been 
suggested for the route, one North 
of the Arade dam, one south of 
the Arade dam, though it was the 
latter possibility, a route which 
passes through some of the re- 
gion’s most naturally rich and 
beautiful areas, such as Alacalar 
inPortimao and Vale Fuzeiros in 
Silves, that was the preferred 
option. 

REN’s main defence for opt- 
ing for the southern route was to 
“Safeguard the protected areas of 
the Arade dam, provide greater 
distance from archaeological 
sites, avoid passing over urban 
areas or areas of urban potential 
defined by Municipal Planning 
Directives (PDM’s), isolated 
habitations, or areas of the Arade, 
Odelouca or Monchique moun- 
tain range that integrate the REDE 
2000 nature protection plan”. 

Regarding health concerns 
REN told The Portugal News 
in June 2007 that, “All required 
calculations have been made and 
the project at hand presents fig- 
ures relatively inferior to the 
maximums stipulated by law”. 

Later that month a resident 
from the area of Monte do Judeu, 
Alvor, contacted The Portugal 
News after being surprised to find 
a mammoth metal skeleton a 
stone’s throw from his garden 


boundary upon returning from a 
day out with his wife. 

Describing their reaction and 
feelings towards the structure as 
“terrible” and “distraught”, Mr. 
andMrs. Cave, who hadbeen liv- 
ing in the region for five years, 
only found out about the plans 
weeks before construction began 
and only after they had been 
given the OK by the respective 
authorities, in similarity to other 
residents across the region. 

In December 2007 Silves 
Mayor Isabel Soares threatened 
to resort to legal action in an at- 
tempt to stop the high tension line 
being constructed. 

Since the summer of that year 
residents of Vale Fuzeiros, 
Silves, campaigned desperately 
to stop the line going up. 

Their efforts, directed at the 
government and other top rank- 
ing officials, which included hun- 
ger strikes and petitions were 
eventually successful, resulting 
in new route proposals. 

In the summer of 2006 the 
same issue occurred in the small 
village of Alferce, Monchieque, 
where locals became outraged 
after discovering plans to erect a 
high-tension electricity line 
across their hamlet. 

A petition was immediately 
organised by local residents, 
amongst who were many for- 
eigners. An impressive 5 1 2,240 
signatures were gathered. It later 
transpired that the lines were 
eventually sidetracked to a route 
that did not encroach on inhabited 
areas. 

In March 2009 news emerged 
that one of the eastern Algarve’s 
most idyllic rural retreats, a moun- 
tainous range eight kilometres 
north of Sfi Catarina de Fonte do 
Bispo (Tavira), was also under 
threat of being invaded by two 
large-scale energy projects. The 
quaint villages of Malhada do 
Judeu, Agua de Tabuas and 


Aporfiosa were all threatened by 
two reportedly ‘massive’ 
projects, which proposed the 
installation of High Tension 
(HT) cables and pylons as well 
as a wind turbine farm. 

Residents immediately united 
in uproar, pledging to go to all 
lengths possible to ensure the 
projects did not follow the pro- 
posed route. 

However, in April this year it 
was confirmed that the wind tur- 
bine project at Agua de Tabuas 
has been halted “for good”, 
which according to a newsletter 
from the non-governmental envi- 
ronmental protection associa- 
tion PROB AaL was mainly due 
to “a group of dedicated and de- 
termined residents, a good law- 
yer and support from the many 
agencies and individuals who 
agreed that it should not be built 
in this location”. 

“The project has been thrown 
out following the consultation 
period, on many counts - so 
the work, the worry and the 
money was worth it, to achieve 
this happy outcome”, it con- 
cluded. 

In March 2008 National En- 
ergy Network Company REN 
announced that, by this year, 
“most of the eastern Algarve’s 
interior” would be covered with 
high tension power lines, from 
Tunes all the way to Spain. 

Plans announced two years 
ago included a substation to be 
built in T avira, working as a mid- 
way point from the Andalusia 
line and the Algarve ’ s. 

At the time REN argued that 
the Algarve was a region regis- 
tering “a large increase in elec- 
tric consumption”, with rates 
higher than the national aver- 
age, and therefore the connec- 
tion with Spain was justifiable 
for economic reasons as well as 
for improving available re- 
sources. 
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Thousands mourn death ofNobel novelist Jose Saramago 
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translator and, in the 1960s, lit- 
erary eritie for ‘Seara Nova’ 
magazine, influential among Por- 
tuguese intellectuals during the 
Salazar regime. 

He was also a journalist, be- 
coming editor-in-chief of one of 
the nation’s oldest and most in- 
fluential daily papers, ‘Diariode 
Noticias’, in 1975. 

His first novel was ‘Terra do 
Pecado’ [‘Land of Sin’], pub- 
lished in 1947. It would be two 
decades until one ofhis works saw 
print again- 1966’ s ‘OsPoemas 
Possiveis’ [‘The Possible Po- 
ems’]. 

Only from the 1970s onwards 
-particularly after the 1974revo- 
lution that put an end to the 
‘Estado Novo’ regimes - did 
Saramago’s works begin being 
regularly published. 

Most ofhis major works, how- 
ever, came after the 1980s. Nov- 
els such as ‘Baltasar and 
Blimunda’ (1982), ‘The Year of 
the Death of Ricardo Reis’ 
( 1 986), ‘ The Stone Raft’ (1986) 
or ‘ The Gospel According to Je- 
sus Christ’ (1991) established 
him as one of the most important 
contemporary writers in Portu- 
guese literature. 

Often described as ‘allegorical’ 
in style, Saramago’s writings fre- 
quently dealt with religious 
themes. 

‘Gospel’ was perhaps his 
most controversial work. Some 
Portuguese Catholics, including 
prominent politicians, protested 
his iconoclastic portrait of Jesus; 
Saramago, an atheist, maintained 
a contentious relationship with 
the Church throughout his career. 

His last published novel - 
2009’s ‘Cain’ once again tackled 
a religious subject. Internation- 
ally, Saramago is probably best 
know for ‘Blindness’ - a 1995 
novel adapted into an English- 
language feature film with broad 
worldwide distribution, directed 
by Brazilian, Fernando Meirelles 
in 2008. 

An active member of the Por- 
tuguese Communist Party (he ran 
for the European Parliament in a 
Communist ticket in the 2009 
elections) since before the 1974 
revolution, Saramago was out- 
spoken in his leftist views, and a 
frequent critic of Portuguese so- 
ciety and politics. 


An entire country was this week mourning the death of Portuguese novelist and the nation's only 
writer to win the Nobel Prize, Jose Saramago, who died last Friday in Lanzarote. He was 87. 


J ose de Sousa Saramago 
was bom in the small 
village of Azinhaga, near 
Golega, in the Ribatejo 
region (Central Portugal), 
on November 161 922 - although 
on his birth certificate he was 
registered as being bom on 
November 18. 

Saramago was his family’s 
nickname; even his parents were 
at first unaware that the registrar 
had decided to add the nickname 
to his family names, Meirinho 
Sousa. 

His family moved to Lisbon at 
the age of 3 , where he completed 
high school. His family could not 
afford a college education. 

Saramago worked as a me- 
chanic, illustrator, healthcare and 
social security clerical worker, 
and also took jobs as an editor. 
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Despite his contrary views, 
Saramago became anational sym- 
bol of pride by winning the Nobel 
Prize for Literature in 1998 - 
only the second Portuguese na- 
tional to be awarded a Nobel 
prize, and the first writer to do 
so. 

By then, Saramago already 
lived on Lanzarote, in Spain’s 
Canary Islands. In the last years 
ofhis life, the writer spent most 
ofhis time there, though he fre- 
quently visited Portugal. 

He was married to Pilar del Rio, 
who translated most ofhis books 
into Spanish. One of Saramago’s 
controversial views was the sug- 
gestion that Iberia shouldbe a sin- 
gle political entity. 

His death has caused an out- 
pouring of comments from all 
comers of Portuguese society 
and from many politicians and 
artists in other Portuguese- 
speaking countries. 

In a final gesture of mourning 
forNobel literature laureate Jose 
Saramago, Portugal’s football 
team wore black arms bands on 
Monday when they faced North 
Korea in their second W orld Cup 
match. 

Saramago was cremated in Lis- 
bon on Sunday after two days of 
national mourning that drew more 
than 20,000 people to the City 
Hall to view his body and pay 
homage to the Marxist author and 
militant supporter of many 
causes. 

Saramago’s widow. Pilar del 
Rio, told Lusa his ashes would 
‘remain in Portugal’ and that she 
would move from their home in 
the Canary Islands, where he 
died, to Lisbon to direct the 
Saramago F oundation. 

During the funeral ceremony. 
Culture Minister Gabriela 
Canavilhas praised Saramago as 
anovelistwho ‘usedhis writings 
to reflect on the great causes of 
humanity’. 

He wrote to show ‘respect for 
the earth and humanity’ and to 
support international causes, 

‘ denouncing the war in Iraq and 
the occupation of Palestine’, 
among others, the minister said. 

The author contributed to the 
promotion of the Portuguese 
language and literature and to ‘ the 
union of the Lusophone world’, 
Canavilhas added. 

Neighbouring Spain, where 
Saramago earned great affection 
and lived for the last years ofhis 
life, was also represented at the 
ceremony. 

The deputy prime minister of 
Spain, Maria Teresa Fernandez 
de la Vega, said the Nobel laure- 
ate’s death ‘darkened [one’s] 
sight and heart’. 

‘We all feel like orphans of this 
beloved figure and ofhis comfort- 
ing words, orphans of one who 
was so often our voice, the most 
human and most dignified of 
voices’, Fernandez said.

Key participants in the semi- 
nar included Portugal’s State 
Secretary for T ourism, Bernardo 
Trindade, Ana Godinho, vice- 
president of TP - Tourism of 
Portugal, Dr. Antonio Almeida 
Pires, vice-president of the Re- 
gional Algarve Tourist Board 
(ERTA), and Faro Mayor, 
Macario Correia. Guest speak- 
ers featured Paula Reis, a consult- 
ant for Accessible Portugal - a 
Portuguese travel agency dedi- 
cated to organising holidays for 
individuals with Restricted Mo- 
bility (RM) - and Jose Gil 
Duarte, a partner in project de- 
velopment and market research 
company RDPE. 

In an interview with The Por- 
tugal News, held prior to the 
seminar. Dr. Pires confirmed the 
tourism board’s intention to im- 
prove facilities in the Algarve for 
disabled tourists. He explained 
that the aim was to make the re- 
gion more accessible to visitors 
with restricted mobility and in turn 
welcome a sector that had previ- 
ously been relatively excluded. 

“We are talking about num-

that has yet to reach its full po- 
tential”. 

To highlight the matter the 
ERTA, in collaboration with the 
Portuguese Tourism Board, or- 
ganized a first International Con- 
ference on Accessible Tourism, 
which was held last month. 

Speaking at the conference. 
Dr. Pires stressed “We will 
raise awareness about this 
project even if it means going 


door-to-door”. 

State Secretary Bernardo 
Trindade made the most of a brief 
appearance to stress the impor- 
tance of developing an all-inclu- 
sive tourism. 

The project includes adapting 
many of the region’s infrastruc- 
tures to accommodate disabilities 
as well as training professionals 
in the customer relations indus- 
try as to the specific needs of 
people with disabilities or re- 
duced mobility. 

Accessible Portugal’s Paula 
Reis made a point of clarifying 
that a ‘ disability’ does not solely 
refer to being wheelchair-bound, 
but could indicate a number of 
conditions that result in restricted 
mobility, temporary or perma- 
nent, such as pregnancy, broken 
bones, and obesity. 

Faro Mayor Macario Correia 
stressed that municipal services 
also required “sensitive people to 
deal with such matters”. 

No budget has been an- 
nounced for the project. 

A National Tourism Strategy 
Plan drawn up in 2006 nominated 
Portugal as one of Europe’s fast- 
est-growing countries, with tour- 
ism being the main driving force 
in its economic growth. Statistics 
from the W orld T ourism Organi- 
sation (OMT) predict Portugal 
will be, by 2020, amongst the 
world’s top-20 leading countries 
in terms of tourists and tourism- 
generated revenue. Therefore it is 
one of the government’ s and tour- 
ism officials’ objectives to ensure 
disabled tourists and visitors with 
RM are a part of that drive. 

In 1980 the OMT declared 
tourism a “fundamental right” 
and a “key vehicle to human de- 
velopment”, and suggested soci- 
ety should create “better practi- 


cal conditions for effective access 
without discrimination”. 

Eleven years later the same 
organisation identified that in all 
nations there were impediments 
that obstructed people with spe- 
cial needs from enj oy ing the po s- 
sibilities of tourism. In May 2006 
the EC declared there was a need 
for ‘ infrastructures conducive to 
accessible culture and leisure’, 
and that these were 
“indispensible” to improve the 
quality of life for all citizens. 

The English Tourism Council 
described ‘accessible tourism’ as 
“a set of services and infrastruc- 
tures capable of guaranteeing 
thatpeople with special needs can 
enjoy their holidays and leisure 
time without barriers or particu- 
lar problems”. 

The ERTA is now aiming to 
implement ‘accessible tourism’ 
in the region, to an extent that it 
eventually becomes embedded in 
the Algarve’s blueprint. 

According to recent estimates 
there are currently between 50 
and 65 million people in the EU 
living with some form of disabil- 
ity; 37 percent of those have re- 
stricted mobility. The vast ma- 
jority of these individuals travel 
accompanied by relatives or at 
least one friend, though many 
chose not to travel too far afield- 
or not to travel at all - due to lack 
of options or being overwhelmed 
at the prospect of travelling with 
a disability. In Portugal, one third 
of people suffering from a dis- 
ability no longer take holidays. 

The UK, which is one of Por- 
tugal’s largest tourist markets, is 
amongst countries within the EU 
with the highest incidence of citi- 
zens with disabilities. 

Altogether, according to 
RDPE’s Jose Duarte, ‘accessible 
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state Secretary for Tourism Bernardo Trindade leaving the awareness-raising 
seminar about Accessible Tourism, which was held in Faro's Hotel School.

tourism’ could represent an ad- 
ditional€83 million in revenue for 
the EU. 

He said international tour op- 
erators looking for a specific prod- 
uct for disabled travellers could 
not find options in Portugal, as it 
is a country that, in terms of ac- 
cessible tourism, “has difficulty 
in expanding and innovating”. 

“Accessibility is not in the Al- 
garve ’sDNA”, he stressed, add- 
ing “We are far from understand- 
ing the implications of such a 
change. Accessibility is not a ma- 
terial question, it is much more 
than that; we are talking about 
values”. 

Faro Airport estimated that, 
over the past 1 8 months it has 
helped some 29,000 passengers 
with mobility problems. 


Paula Reis, of Accessible Por- 
tugal, praised the efforts that 
have been made in Arona, which 
is a hugely popular holiday des- 
tination for people with RM and 
known as one of “the most acces- 
sible places” in the world. 

Ninety percent of Arona’ s 
streets have been specifically 
designed to be obstacle free; the 
town boasts 1 1 purposely 
adapted taxis, 29 specially-de- 
signed beaches and many hotels, 
shopping centres, play-parks, 
nature spots and sports centres 
that are adapted to accommodate 
those with disabilities. 

Portugal, which has 830 kilo- 
metres of coastline, as well as 
beaches in Madeira and the 
Azores, has around 480 official 
beaches; 240 of these have been 


awarded a ‘Blue Flag’ for excel- 
lence; 154 are classified as ‘Ac- 
cessible Beaches’. 

To be classified as a com- 
pletely accessible beach, the lo- 
cation must incorporate six key 
features: pedestrian access, or- 
derlyparking, access to bathing 
areas, walkways on the sand, 
adapted toilets and access to first 
aid posts. 

Last year the ‘Most Accessi- 
ble Beach of the Year’ award was 
given to the Algarve’s Manta 
Rota beach, (Vila Real Santo 
Antonio), by Portugal’s Minis- 
try for W ork and Social W elfare . 

This year the Algarve boasts 
41 ‘accessible’ beaches, most of 
which have amphibian wheel- 
chairs and crutches at visitors’ 
disposal. 
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F aro Town Hall han ks coffee breaks 


Macario Correia made head- 
lines this week when he revealed 
that he has set out to change “old 
and bad habits” by increasing 
productivity amongst workers at 
Faro Town Hall. 

“W orking hours are for work- 
ing”, said the Faro Mayor this 
week, echoing what many citi- 
zens have been saying for years : 
“We have to respect those who 
spend hours waiting in queues 
while somebody is sitting in a cafe 
when they should be working”, 
he was quoted as telling Lusa 
News Agency. 

The Union of Local Civil Serv- 
ants (STAL) have meanwhile re- 
sponded to this move by saying 
they will speak to municipal 
workers in order to establish 
whether or not the mayor’s ac- 


tions are justified. 

Macario Correia meanwhile 
said the majority of the town 
hall ’ s workers comply with their 
duties, but there “are a few dozen 
who don’t”. 

The mayor has already or- 
dered the closure of the Faro 
Town Hall coffee bar during all 
hours except from Tam to 10am 
and again from noon until 2:30 
pm. 

Recently elected as Faro 
Mayor, Mr Correia’s previous 
post was as T avira mayor, where 
he implemented a clock-in device 
that requires the digital fingerprint 
of municipal workers. 

In the meantime, Mr Correia 
explains: “Breaks are allowed in 
which to have a bite to eat, drink 
or visit the bathroom, so long as 


they are disciplined”. 

According to a council worker, 
who worked alongside Macario 
Correia at the T avira T own Hall, 
the now F aro mayor has a history 
of taking unproductive workers 
to task. 

Speaking to Jornal de 
Noticias, the unnamed worker 
recalled one incident where the 
mayor came across council 
staff drinking alcoholic bever- 
ages at a coffee bar during of- 
fice hours. 

“He greetedthem, and without 
saying another word, asked for 
their bill at the counter, which he 
paid for, keeping the receipt. 
Upon their return to the town hall, 
they were handed an official 
warning” due to professional 
misconduct. 


Municipal workers in Faro have this week been told they 
could face having to sign for unpaid leave, salary cuts and 
even sackings should they not refrain from taking 
extended coffee breaks during working hours. 



Portugal says Timor not yet ready for UN 
handover 

Portugal hasthis week defended the continuation ofthe UN mission in East Timor 
until the newly independent country assures "robust and mature" institutions, 
according to the head of parliament's Foreign Relations Commission. 


“The issue of speed (in end- 
ing the UN commitment) is not 
relevant”, Jose Ribeiro e Castro 
told Lusa News Agency on 
Monday after talks with the 
UN seeretary-general’s speeial 
envoy to Dili, Ameerah Haq. 

“Our position is that the UN 
mission in East Timor should 
remain in plaee for the time 
necessary to eonsolidate 


Timorese institutions, namely in 
the sensitive areas of seeurity and 
polieing”, the lawmaker said. 

The mission, which includes 
eontingents of Portuguese police, 
is scheduled to end in late 2012. 

The UN’s Ameerah Haq 
praised Portugal’s contribution 
to the mission, noting that the 
next 2-1/2 years would be “ex- 
tremely important for Timor’s 


authorities”. 

The Bangladeshi diplomat 
said she was eonfident Dili 
would have gained the “neees- 
sary eapacities” by the sched- 
uled end of the mission. 

Haq meanwhile also held 
talks with President Cavaeo 
Silva at Belem Palaee on Tues- 
day.

Earlier this month a recent- 
model Seat Ibiza was sighted in a 
public car park, adjacent to 
Ferragudo’s popular Praia 
Grande beach, with a smashed 
passenger window. Beneath the 
passenger door lay of pool of 
shattered glass from where the 
window had been smashed. It was 
1 9h3 0 on a Sunday afternoon in 
early June and still broad day- 
light. 

A little further down the road 
was another identical pool of 
glass. 

A local beach-bar employee 
told The Portugal News that in 
fact he worried about leaving his 
car in the carpark. 

The same pools of glass were 
also sighted in the car park of the 
E.LeClerc supermarket, in 
Parchal, sparking fears that car 
lootings in the town are ontherise. 

This was followed by a report 
of an Irish family’s rented vehi- 
cle being broken into and their 
belongings stolen, also in broad 
daylight, early evening, in the 
public car park at Portimao’s 
Retail Park. 

One family member, who was 
in the car at the time, was threat- 
ened with a weapon as the crime 
took place. 

The family told The Portugal 
News they did not wish to com- 
ment on the incident. 

A recently updated posting on 
the website of the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office, regard- 
ing travelling and living in Portu- 
gal, said: “Crime remains com- 
paratively low in Portugal but 
pick-pocketing; handbag snatch- 
ing and theft from cars are in- 
creasingly common in majortour- 
ist areas. Take care of your be- 
longings at all times”. 

It advised “Passports, credit 
cards, travel tickets and money 
should not be carried together in 
handbags orpockets. Leave spare 
cash and valuables in a safe place. 


Sightings of vehicles with 
smashed windows or 
distinctive poolsof glass in 
publiccarparksinkey 
areas of Lagoa have 
sparked concern that 
vehicle looting inthatarea 
may be rising; however, 
regional police have 
assured the contrary and 
announced that car theft 
has in fact dropped 
significantly. 


Do not leave any valuables in an 
unattended car, even for a short 
period. Remember that foreign- 
registered and hire cars are often 
targeted by thieves”. 

However, contradicting wor- 
ries, last week a GNR spokesper- 
son told The Portugal News 
that car lootings have dropped 
during the first quarter of this 
year, by a significant 44 percent, 
in comparison to the first three 
months of 2009. 

“Stealing possessions from 
within vehicles is a crime that 
greatly concerns the GNR” it was 
stated in an email from a GNR 
spokesperson to The Portugal 
News. 

“To prevent it from happen- 
ing a designated policing initia- 
tive has been implemented, with 
specific patrolling to carry out 
traffic checks on roads connect- 
ing to beaches, and under-cover 
patrolling in car parks to detect 
the perpetrators of such crimes”. 

As an example of the effective- 
ness of their patrolling, the GNR 
source revealed that on April 3 0“* 
a Portuguese citizen was caught 
red handed while trying to break 
into a vehicle by an under-cover 
police officer patrolling the 
Marinha beach area of Lagoa. 

“The GNR is keeping a close 
watch on policing carried out in 
car parks, whether near beaches 
or in large commercial areas, re- 
inforcing policing to be closer and 
more visible [to the general pub- 
lic], to protect citizens and their 
belongings, and also to try and 
dissuade the perpetrators from 
committing such crimes”, the 
statement concluded.

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Socialist MP Defensor Moura 
“considering” 2011 presidential run 



Socialist MP Defensor Oliveira Moura has told Lusa News Agency he is 
"considering" a 201 1 presidential run, which would pit him against 
incumbent Cavaco Silva and fellow-Socialist Manuel Alegre. 


“I am considering running for 
President of the Republic. I have 
received a lot of support from 
inside and outside the [ruling, 
centre-left] Socialist Party’s par- 
liamentary group”, Defensor 
Moura, aformermayor of Viana 
do Castelo (Northern Portugal), 
said. “I will announce a decision 
in the coming days.” 

Moura wouldn’t tell Lusa 
whether he had discussed his 


potential candidacy with Prime 
Minister and Socialist leader Jose 
Socrates: “I held conversations 
with many people, but I don’t 
want to name anyone.” 

If Moura does throw his hat in 
the presidential ring, he will mud- 
dle the field of opponents to cen- 
tre-right Cavaco Silva, who is 
expected to seek a second term in 
the 2011 election. 

Manuel Alegre, who ran as an 


independent in 2006, is also a 
member of the Socialist Party, 
but has been a vocal critic of 
Socrates, and many within the 
party do not want to support 
him. 

Fernando Nobre, founder of 
NGO International Medical As- 
sistance (AMI), has also declared 
he is running, and is equally ex- 
pected to draw support from left- 
ist voters. TPN/Lusa 



PM blasts "humiliating", 
"ridiculous" parliament 
inquiry. Opposition MP 
says "Socrates lied" 


The Portuguese Prime Min- 
ister has lashed out at opposi- 
tion MPs for their “ridiculous” 
role in the “humiliating” parlia- 
mentary inquiry commission 
that looked into an alleged gov- 
ernment attempt to meddle in 
the purchase of Portugal’ s pri- 
vate broadcaster TVI. 

The inquiry was meant to 
determine whether Prime Min- 
ister Socrates and other ruling 
Socialist Party (PS) officials 
were aware that PT (a telecoms 
company in which the Portu- 
guese government holds a 
‘golden share’ ) wanted to pur- 
chase TVI, a television network 
some of whose newscasts were 
widely considered as extremely 
critical of Mr. Socrates. 

The inquiry’ s final 250 page 
report concludes that Prime 
Minister Socrates and his gov- 
ernment were indeed aware of 
the proposed deal (which even- 
tually did not go through), there- 
fore contradicting the prime 
minister’s statements before 
the National Assembly in 2009. 

“They [opposition MPs in 
the inquiry commission] 
wanted to humiliate me”, Jose 


Socrates told reporters last Fri- 
day, further describing the final 
report as “ridiculous” and “re- 
grettable”. 

The opposition MPs, Mr. 
Socrates said, reminded him of 
“people who yearn for [Sta- 
lin’s] Moscow Trials, and want 
to use parliament to judge oth- 
ers”. 

“Opposition parties (...) 
came to the end [of the inquiry] 
presenting no evidence, their 
duty is to apologise to the na- 
tion, to parliament and to me”, 
the prime minister added. 

A different view was ad- 
vanced by PSD (main opposi- 
tion party, centre-right) MP 
and commission member Jose 
Pacheco Pereira, who com- 
plained the final draft of the re- 
port was “innocuous”, and 
“filled with half-truths”, spar- 
ing the prime minister’s repu- 
tation: “The prime minister lied 
before parliament”, he added. 

The final report - which has 
no legal consequences - was ap- 
proved in parliament by all 
opposition parties, with a dis- 
senting vote from Socialists 
MPs.

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Bej apopulation could boom thanks to regional development 



PM rules out resorting to emergency 
funds for servicing Portuguese debt 



Portugal "has no plans" to resortto European Union emergency funds in orderto service its public 
debt, Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates said. 


“Portugal is able to solve its 
own problems”, Prime Minister 
Socrates said after a meeting of 
EU government leaders in Brus- 
sels, whose major topic was the 
financial crisis. 

The Portuguese Prime Minis- 
ter categorically denied his coun- 
try would need any financial as- 
sistance to deal with the higher 
costs of financing, as markets 
grow weary ofthe budgetary pres- 
sures in Portugal, Spain and 


Greece. 

Reports that Spain might ask 
for EU assistance were dismissed 
by Mr. Socrates as baseless “ru- 
mours”. 

“They are nothing but sense- 
less speculation, and indeed the 
Spanish government has denied 
them”, Jose Socrates said, adding 
that such “rumours” aim only to 
feed “speculative attacks” on the 
Eurozone nations. 

In a related story, the prime 


minister dismissed the possibil- 
ity of cutting public sector sala- 
ries, saying the Portuguese gov- 
emmenf s austerity programme 
was sufficient to achieve deficit 
pruning goals in the next two 
years. 

“It will not be necessary”, Mr. 
Socrates replied to reporters in 
Brussels when questioned if sal- 
ary cuts were on Lisbon’s belt- 
tightening horizon. 

His Socialist government has 


announced two austerity pack- 
ages since the beginning of the 
year, including the postpone- 
ment of some major public work 
projects, the introduction of 
long-term capital gains taxes, and 
hikes in income, corporate and 
VAT taxes. 

The administration’s declared 
objective is to reduce last year’s 
9.4% deficit to 7 . 3 % in 2 0 1 0 and 
4.6% next year.

Amunicipal study carried out in Beja 
indicates thatthe city could see its local 
population boosted by some 22,000 
inhabitants over the next decade thanks to 
the potential created by regional 
development such as the new airport, and 
Alentejo tourism. 


By 202 1 tens of thousands of 
new families eould have relo- 
eatedtoBejadueto some 15,000 
jobs that the airport, projeets in 
Alqueva, and regional tourism 
have the seope to ereate, the 
study revealed. 

Aeeording to previsions high- 
lighted in the ‘Beja: An unsure 
future but a land of investment 
and ehallenges’ study, by 2021 
the eity eould be home to 5 7 , 8 8 1 
inhabitants, 22 , 1 1 9 more than the 
eurrent population of 35,762 
(Census 2001). 

This represents a “signifieant 
reversal” oftheregion’spresent 
demographie situation, whieh 
eould be a reality given the “right 
use” ofthe potential generated by 
B ej a’ s new International Airport, 
the Alqueva development, and 
Alentejo ’s booming tourism in- 
dustry. 

F or the more imminent future, 
the study has ealeulated that 
prominent developments in the 


region eould ereate 638 jobs by 
20 1 1 ; it foreeast that this would 
grow exponentially to 8,605 by 
2016, and to 15,011 by 2021. 

It is estimated that Beja air- 
port, via direetly and indireetly 
assoeiated aetivities, eould ereate 
60 jobs by 2011; 1080 jobs by 
2016, and 1,534 jobs by 2021. 

The impaet of developments 
in Alqueva, ineluding the mueh- 
publieised Alqueva dam, on re- 
gional agrieulture are expeetedto 
ereate 507 jobs by next year; 
7,155 by 2016 and 12,751 in 
2012, while tourism in that area 
should open up 7 1 new j obs in the 
next 1 2 months, ereating a further 
370 by 20 16, and 726 by 2021. 

From these figures, using de- 
mographie projeetion teeh- 
niques, the authors of the study 
were able to ealeulate that in 20 1 1 
Beja eould have a residential 
population of 3 7,923 inhabitants 
in 2011, growing to 49,103 in 
201 6, reaehing 57,881 in2021.

“strategie partners” for Wash- 
ington in Afriea, Mozena said, 
warning, however, that US 
eompanies risked “missing the 
boaf’. 

Doing business in the former 
Portuguese eolony required 
“patienee and eommitment”. 


he said, noting that beyond per- 
vasive eorruption it was “diffi- 
eultto get a visa or ahotelroom” 
in Luanda. 

US investors needing a “good 
partner” eould find no better 
ally than Portugal, “whieh 
knows the language and eul- 
ture”,he said. 

The US embassy, Mozena 
added, was working with the 
government and eivil soeiety to 
improve the situation, inelud- 
ing the investment seenario.

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SATA launch summer Faro-Madeira route 


D As of last Friday Azorean airline SATA will 
be operating a new route from Faro, to 
Ponta Delgada (Azores) and Funchal, 
Madeira, until September 13^''. 


Faro’s latest addition to its 
ever-growing list of destinations 
was officially inaugurated last 
week on Friday, June 1 8*. 

The Ponta Delgada-Funchal- 
Faro domestic flight will operate 
on Mondays and Fridays and was 
described by airport officials as 
being of “enormous importance” 
to F aro Airport and the Algarve, 
as well as to Madeira and the 
Azores. 

It leaves Ponta Delgada for 
Funchal at 09h3 0, arriving in the 
Madeiran capital at 12h30, then 
departs Funchal en-route to the 
Algarve at 1 3h00, landing in F aro 
at 14h50. 


The return flight leaves F aro at 
1 5h30 and arrives in Funchal at 
17h25, before making its final 
flight on to Ponta Delgada at 
17h55, landing in the Azores at 
18h50. 

The recently-inaugurated 
route is a further reinforcement 
of Faro Airport’s services and 
increasing portfolio of destina- 
tions, this time to two Portu- 
guese islands. 

It will be operated by a SATA 
Airlines Q400 Bombardier 80- 
seater aircraft. 

Officials expect the route will 
appeal to both national and for- 
eign residents, as well as visitors. 


Families powerless as 
they fail to pay bills 

Over the past few months consumer rights watchdog 
DECO has received dozens of help requests from families 
who are struggling to pay their monthly bills, such as 
water and electricity, and many only ask for help after 
their services have been suspended. 


“Last year we started to notice 
[a pattern] and this year it is still 
continuing” saidNatalia Nunes, 
of DECO’s debt department, 
which was especially set up for 
families who are over-indebted. 

While not having exact figures 
to hand, she estimated that there 
were currently some “several 
dozen” cases of families living 
without basic resources, like elec- 
tricity and water. 

“The majority, when they ask 
for help, have already had their 
services (electricity, water, gas, 
etc) cut off for several days”. 

DECO provides help by act- 
ing as a mediator and, in some 
cases, manages to establish agree- 
ments with service providers, 
proposing options such as pay- 
ment in phases, to ensure serv- 
ices are re-established. 

NataliaNunes advises those in 
financially difficult situations to 
“contact the companies immedi- 


ately”, though warns that 
phased-payment is “not suffi- 
cient” to have the situation com- 
pletely resolved. 

Eugenio Fonseca, President of 
Portuguese church-run charity 
Cartias, said such situations are 
“common” all over the country. 
Caritas has, according to its presi- 
dent, also experienced a rise in 
people asking for help to pay 
their bills, but admits that even 
with phased payment people 
struggle to pay their dues as “the 
next month they still don’t have 
money”. 

On top of settling bills, fami- 
lies also face “the additional 
worry of having to pay all the 
taxes [penalties] related to hav- 
ing the service cut off then hav- 
ing it reinstated”, said Mr. 
Fonseca, explaining that when 
the charity approaches compa- 
nies to intervene, they claim they 
are “not social businesses, but

commercial businesses”. 

National electricity supplier 
EDP told Lusa News Agency 
that the number of cases in which 
electricity is being cut off “is no 
higher this year than it was in 
2009”. 

PT’s 

stockmarket 
cap grows 2 
billion since 
Telefonica’s 
Vivo bid 

Portugal Telecom stock has 
risen in value by more than 
34% in a month, since 
Spain'sTelefonica bidfor 
its stake in Brazil's mobile 
phone operator Vivo, 
resulting in a€2 billion 
market cap increase for PT. 

PT’s shares were at a year’s 
minimum of €6.48 when 
Telef6nicaoffered€6.5 billionfor 
PT’s Vivo shares. PT and 
Telefonica each have 50% of 
Brasilcel, aholding company that 
owns 60% of Vivo. At the start 
of last Wednesday’s session in 
the Lisbon stockmarket, PT 
shares were valued at €8 .7 . 

PT’s board considers the 
Telefonica offer inadequate, 
given Vivo’s “strategic value”, 
and has set a June 30 date for a 
shareholder assembly, in which 
adecision will be made on the bid.

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Cardinal Policarpo urges authorities to show caution 
on crucifixes in schools 


Lisbon's Cardinal Patriarch Jose Policarpo has urged Portuguese 
authorities to respect community values and avoid the "exaggeration" 
shown in Italy bythe banning of crucifixes in schools. 


“The existence of crucifixes in 
schools is an issue that should be 
viewed within the framework of 
respect” for local communities, 
Dom Policarpo said on Sunday 
at the inauguration of a primary 
school in his home area of Caldas 
daRainha. 

The cardinal noted that 
throughout history neither had 
the Portuguese Catholic Church 
“demanded” the presence of 


crucifixes in schools nor had gov- 
ernment “banned” their exist- 
ence. 

Underlining that “the reli- 
gious dimension” was part of a 
predominantly Catholic Portu- 
gal’ s culture, he said the pres- 
ence of crucifixes in class rooms 
was the result of “spontaneous” 
decisions by “local communi- 
ties”, a dynamic that should 
continue to be respected. 


The cardinal urged authorities 
not be as overzealous as he sug- 
gested had been the case in Italy 
recently where court decisions 
led to a ban on crucifixes in 
schools. 

In recent years, Lisbon’ s So- 
cialist administration has liber- 
alised divorce and abortion laws, 
and parliament recently ap- 
proved a gay marriage bill.

Luxembourg investigates “xenophobic 
e-mail’ ’ aimed at Portuguese immigrants 

Luxembourg authoritiesare investigating a "xenophobice-mail", allegedly originated 
from Luxembourger police and aimed at Portuguese and other immigrants in the 
country. Several Portuguese officials have questioned Luxembourg on the matter. 


The e-mail calls on Luxem- 
bourg to “illegally travel to Paki- 
stan, Afghanistan, Iraq, Nigeria, 
Turkey and PORTUGAL” (all- 


caps verbatim), and to “demand 
that their local authorities free 
medical assistance for you and all 
your family”. 


Europeans are more 
interested in science than 
sport 


According to a new 
Eurobarometer report pub- 
lished today, nearly 80% of 
Europeans say they are inter- 
ested in scientific discoveries 
and technological develop- 
ments, compared to 65% inter- 
ested in sport. 

Over 70% of Europeans think 
EU-funded research will be- 
come more important in the fu- 


ture. A further 57% think scien- 
tists should put more effort into 
communicating about their work 
and 66% believe governments 
should do more to interest young 
people in scientific issues. 

Europeans overwhelmingly 
recognise the benefits and im- 
portance of science but many 
also express fears over risks 
from new technologies and the 
power that knowledge gives to 
scientists. 


Reduced crime figures 
encourage security forces - 
minister 


Luxembourger MP Camile 
Gira questioned the government 
about the e-mail, which may have 
been written by police officers. 

Portuguese MP Paulo Pisco 
wrote a letter to Luxembourg’s 
Lisbon ambassador, manifesting 
his “indignation” at the e-mail’ s 
content. 

Likewise, Portuguese MEP 
Diogo Eeio asked the European 
Commission to look into this “in- 
tolerable attack” on Portuguese 
immigrants. 

Portuguese are the largest im- 
migrant community in Luxem- 
bourg, representing around 15% 
of the small European nation’ s 
population.

Homosexuals denied 
access to assisted 
reproduction treatments 

Portuguese law still denies gay couples access to assisted 
reproduction treatments, Portugal's Committee for 
Medically Assisted Reproduction (PCMAR) has 
announced. 


Violent and other serious crime 
decreased 16.5 percent in Portu- 
gal during the first quarter in com- 
parison to the same period last 
year, the interior minister said 
last Wednesday. 

Internal Administration Min- 
ister Rui Pereira also told a par- 
liamentary commission that gen- 
eral crime had come down 5.7 


percent in the same period. 

“There are figures in the first 
quarter that should give courage 
and strength to continue working 
for security”, Pereira told report- 
ers after his appearance at Sao 
Bento Palace. 

He said the country’ s police 
forces had been boosted by 1,131 
officers between 2006 and 2009. 


In a letter this week to his 
Portuguese counterpart, 
Cavaco Silva, Ramos Horta 
said his sorrow was “even 
greater” because Sgt. 
Hermenegildo Marques’ 
death was the first of a Repub- 
lic National Guard (GNR) of- 
ficer in his country. 

GNR paramilitary police 


units have served under UN 
command in East Timor since 
a wave of violence in 2006 . 

Ramos Horta praised the 
GNR’s record of “profes- 
sional, competent and dedi- 
cated service” in East Timor, 
saying the force had gained 
“the recognition of all 
Timorese”. TPN/Lusa 


PCMAR issued an opinion on 
the matter last Thursday, in the 
wake of the legalisation for same 
sex marriages, written into Por- 
tuguese law this month. 

Portugal’ s government legal- 
ised gay marriage, but specifi- 
cally prohibited gay couples 
from adopting children. The 


PCMAR opinion states that, 
according to current law, gay 
couples are also denied access to 
fertility and other reproductive 
treatments. 

The PCMAR opinion is not 
binding. It will be presented for 
review in the national parlia- 
ment.

Recordnumbers of 
students receive EU 
fundingto study or 
train abroad 


More students than ever went abroad for studies 
and company placements with EU support 
through the Erasmus programme in 2008/09. 


According to new figures 
released this week, almost 
200,000 higher education 
students received grants to 
study or train abroad. 

This represents an overall 
increase of 8.7% on the pre- 
vious academic year and 
means that more than two 
million young Europeans 
have benefited from 
Erasmus funding since the 
programme’s launch in 
1987. 

The biggest increase is in 
the number of students go- 
ing on company placements 
- up more than 50% on the 
previous year. In addition, 
last year more than 36,000 
staff from higher education 
institutions went abroad to

tries participating in the 
Erasmus scheme.

EU grantedprotection 
to 78,800 asylum 
seekers in 2009 


The 27 European Union Member States granted 
protection to 78,800 asylum seekers in 2009 compared 
with 75,100 in 2008. 


The largest groups of benefi- 
eiaries ofproteetion status in the 
EU27 were eitizens of Somalia 
(13,400 persons or 17% of the 
total number of persons granted 
proteetion status), Iraq (13,100 


or 1 7%) and Afghanistan (7,100 
or 9%). This data on the results 
of asylum deeisions in the EU27 
was released by Eurostat on the 
occasion of the World Refugee 
Day on 20 June 2010.

Portuguese trust 
firemenmost, 
politicians least 



According to a study carried out in 19 
countries, the Portuguese have more 
faith in their fire-fighters, teachers and 
postmenthan intheir politicians, 
lawyers, bankers, judges and CEOs. 


The ‘Custum Research’ 
study, which was carried out by 
Gfk, one of the largest market- 
research companies in the world 
analysed the amount of trust dif- 
ferent nations placed in various 
professions. It revealed that fire- 
men and women inspired the 
most confidence, in 93 percent of 
cases, closely followedby teach- 
ers and postmen. 

Doctors followed in fourth 
place, with 88 percent of people 
considering them to be amongst 
the most trustworthy profes- 
sionals, and in Portugal’s case, 
ahead of the military, environ- 
mental associations, and police. 

Despite this, the police have 
climbed slightly in the Portu- 
guese nation’s opinion. 

But, as happened in 2009 poli- 
ticians emerged as being the least 


confidence-inspiring profession- 
als; an opinion expressed by 
many countries, including Portu- 
gal. 

In comparison to the results of 
last year ’ s study, there was a gen- 
eral drop in percentage points 
regarding all of the 20 profes- 
sions assessed by the Portuguese. 

The professionals that the 
Portuguese lost most confidence 
in were judges and lawyers. 

By order, the Portuguese are 
most suspicious of politicians, 
followed by lawyers and bank- 
ers, company executives, publi- 
cists and union leaders. 

Globally, all 1 9 countries have 
become more trusting of their po- 
lice forces, with the Germans and 
the Italians being the nations that 
have most confidence in their 
police. 


New survey reveals 
more people struggling 
to make ends meet 

One European in six reports a constant struggle to pay 
household bills, with almost half of Portuguese 
experiencing such difficulties. These are the key results 
from a new Eurobarometer survey on the social impact 
of the crisis, presented by the EU Commission this week. 


The survey, carried out in 
May 2010, marks the halfway 
mark of the 2010 European Y ear 
against poverty and comes after 
EU leaders agreed on 1 7 June to 
lift 20 million Europeans out of 
poverty and social exclusion over 
the next decade. 

Speaking to the media in Brus- 
sels, Laszlo Andor, EU Commis- 
sioner for Employment, Social 
Affairs and Inclusion said: “The 
survey results confirm that pov- 
erty is a major issue in the EU and 
that the current economic and fi- 
nancial situation is aggravating 
the situation further. The crisis 
is taking its toll and a significant 
proportion of Europeans today 
are finding it difficult to make 
ends meet”. 

He added: “The EU’s new 
strategy for the next decade : Eu- 
rope 2020 and its target to lift at 
least 20 million Europeans out of 
poverty by 2020 sends a power- 
ful message about all countries’ 
genuine commitment to visible 
results for a more just and inclu- 
sive Europe.” 

Overall, EU citizens believe 
poverty has increased in the year 
prior to the survey, at all levels: 6 
out of 1 0 believe poverty has in- 
creased in their local area, three- 
quarters feel poverty has in- 
creased in their country and 60% 
think poverty has increased 
across the EU as a whole. 

The financial crisis and calls for 


austerity measures come 
through in people’s perception 
of poverty. 

Greece stands out with 85% of 
respondents who think poverty 
has increased in their country, 
83% of the French, 82% of Bul- 
garians, 77% of Romanians and 
75% of Italians also share this 
view about their own country. 

While in some countries, peo- 
ple expect further difficulties for 
instance seven out of ten Roma- 
nians and Greeks expect their 
household financial situation to 
deteriorate, though perceptions 
did improve in others. 

For example, only 23% of 
Eatvians expect their house- 
holds’ financial situation to de- 
teriorate (down from 65 % in July 
2009), 32% ofLithuanians (down 
from 58% in July 2009) and 20% 
of Hungarians (down from 48% 
in July 2009). Now, less respond- 
ents in Eatvia, Poland, the UK, 
Belgium and Finland expect to 
remain unemployed if they were 
to lose their jobs. 

One in six Europeans reported 
that their household has had no 
money to pay ordinary bills, buy 
food or other daily consumer 
items, on at least one occasion in 
the past year, while 46 percent 
of Portuguese reported difficul- 
ties in keeping up with household 
bills and credit commitments at 
the time of the survey’s field- 
work.

Estoril Sol 
riles critics

are divided over its aesthetic appearance. 


The new building’s unusual 
architecture is a bone of conten- 
tion among many long-term resi- 
dents, who were used to seeing 
something more ‘traditional’ in 
its place. 

Joao Torres, a resident of 
Monte Estoril, told Lusa News 
Agency that he had seen the 
project for the new structure 
even before construction had be- 
gun. He said he realised then that 
it would be “something horrible”. 

“How could someone have 
designed that”, he complained, a 
view echoed by fellow local 
Maria Amelia Carvalho, who 
wa lk s past the new building every 
day on her way to work. 

“It may be true that the apart- 
ments within are beautiful and 
those who do go to live there will 
have a wonderful view out to sea, 
but those of us who see it from 
the outside, and who were used 
to the old hotel [being in its place] 
can’ t not be displeased with this 
building”, she said. 

“It is impossible to like this 
building”, another local added. 

Nuno Santos, a resident of 


Estoril, is of the opposite opin- 
ion, saying “At least when we see 
the building from Cascais B ay it 
is prettier than the previous one, 
which was an old white block. 
This one creates less contrast 
with the sea. In my opinion this 
building is nicer than the old one, 
which gave Cascais a terrible im- 
age”. 

Construction of the new 
Estoril Sol Residence, designed 
by architect Gon^alo Byrne, 
started in 2008 and was, from the 
beginning, swathed in contro- 
versy, ranging from its unusual 
architecture to environmental is- 
sues. 

It is made up of 1 1 1 residen- 
tial apartments, distributed over 
three glass-encased towers, con- 
nected by abridge. 

The building is 60 metres in 
height, over 1 5 floors, and is also 
destined to be used for offices and 
other services. 

An underground car park pro- 
vides parking for 5 1 1 vehicles, 
with a tunnel giving access to 
Barque Palmela and Paredao also 
being part of the project. 


Pubhc transport 
thief caught 


A nineteen year old, sus- 
pected of robbing over six peo- 
ple in Lisbon’s subway and 
buses, was arrested by Lis- 
bon’s PSP this week. 

The man had been under in- 
vestigation by the PSP for 
around two months before his 
arrest on Wednesday, having 
been detained with a stolen mo- 


bile phone in his possession. 

Lisbon’s PSP proceeded to 
search the man’s home, where 
“several stolen items were found, 
as well as a weapon (...) which 
he used to carry out some of the 
robberies” said the PSP. 

The young man is suspected 
of having committed all his rob- 
beries either inside the Lisbon

Teenagers patrol Cascais beaches 



Over 600 teenagers from Cascais Council will be spending their summer holidays patrolling the beaches of 
Estoril, providingsupportfor people with reduced mobility, gathering water samples for analysis and 
maintainingorder. 


A total of 640 youngsters, aged 
between 1 5 and 2 1 , will be play- 
ing an active role in keeping 
Cascais beaches under control 
this summer, whilst also provid- 
ing support for the disabled. 

The Cascais Councillor for 
Youth, Miguel Pinto Luz, said 
the ‘Mare Viva’ programme had 
a record number of entries this 
year (1,200), symbolizing the 
growing “volunteering spirit and 
dedication of young people to 
social services.” The Councillor 
said it might also be a reflection 
of the economic crisis, “Without 
devaluing the increasing volun- 
teering spirit of young people, 
the crisis we are living in keeps 
people from travelling and. 


maybe for that reason as well, 
there are more teenagers looking 
for something to do during the 
holidays.” 

The ‘Mare Viva 2010’ pro- 
granune seeks to keep youngsters 
occupied during their spare time 
by providing support to bathers 
and making them responsible for 
surveillance, safety and cleanli- 
ness on the beaches. 

Taking place between June 
and September, the ‘Mare Viva’ 
is split into three groups, thirty 
days for each, ensuring the per- 
manent presence of youngsters 
between 09h00 and 1 9h00 at the 
council’ s beaches throughout the 
summer. 

In 2009 the programme was 


considered a great success, with 
participants registering 4,394 
cases where they provided help- 
ful support, such as alerting fire 
fighters, emergency medical 
teams andproviding first aid treat- 


ment. Besides this, the youngsters 
also redirected lost people and im- 
proved the safety at beaches, with 
over 115 alerts to the Maritime 
Pohce, Municipal Pohce, PSP and 
GNR being registered. 
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Metro or on Garris buses, par- 
ticularly on the Marques de 
Pombal and Pontinha stretch, 
according to the police. His vic- 
tims were mostly young people, 
from whom he would take their 
mobile phones, gold jewellery 
and money, either by threatening 
them with a knife or by assault- 


ing them. 

The PSP said that with this ar- 
rest they also managed to uncover 
acriminal group that regularly car- 
ried out robberies on pubhc trans- 
portation, being responsible for 
over eleven reported robberies so 
far, a number which could increase 
as their investigations continue.

“We have always had a great 
concern for the environment, from 
the planning phase all the way to 
the construction phase. We car- 
ried out an environmental impact 
study on the project, although it

The marina was able to con- 
form to 24 individual standards 


in order to hoist the prestigious 
‘ B lue Llag ’ , no w being one of the 
fourteen marinas in Portugal 
proud to possess the coveted 
award. 

The total investment for the 
work at the Park of Nations Ma- 
rina exceeds € 1 2 million, which 
the administrator regards as “in- 
significant”, as “the added value 
for complying with the criteria is 
very low compared to the global 
investment, because what mat- 
ters is that it has been beneficial 
to carry out the project accord- 


ing to the criteria from the start” 
said Jose VilarPilipe. 

The Director of the Blue Llag 
Association, Manuel Maltez, 
said “A marina that does not have 
a Blue Llag might not check the 
quality of their water. They 
might do, but marinas with the 
Blue Llag most certainly do. It is 
a guarantee to the marina users 
that adequate safety systems are 
used, that there are on-board 
water pump systems, and that 
there is verification of environ- 
mental procedures.”

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Special fire fighting teams 


Algarve's Civil Protection chief has said difficulties in recruiting fire 
fighters from local stations, to be part of special forest fire combat 
teams, are now over and the teams are assembled. 


Every year the region’s Civil 
Protection authority has great dif- 
ficulties inreemiting members for 
the special forest fire combat 
teams, admitted Vaz Pinto. De- 
spite these difficulties, the Civil 
Protection chief said that all the 
teams have already been assem- 
bled, with exactly the same 
number of members as in 2009. 

Atotal of 506 fire fighters, sup- 
ported by 129 vehicles and three 
aircraft, will be on call from July 
P*to September 30*. 

The teams will comprise of fire 
fighters; GNR, PSP, Nature Con- 
servation and Biodiversity Insti- 
tute officers, and Army cadets. 

Members for the special 


teams are recruited if om local fire 
fighting stations, which is why 
there are such difficulties in re- 
cruiting. The main reason is due 
to the number of fire fighters in 
the Algarve not being propor- 
tional to the increasing number 
of tourists, making it hard to re- 
lieve them from their normal 
duties due to ahigher demand for 
their services when the popula- 
tion of the region trebles. “We 
have been facing difficulties in 
recruiting fire fighters for the 
special teams, because we need 
them when the population tre- 
bles and their services are most 
needed, with more accidents and 
medical emergencies occurring”

Atotal of eighty Special 
Task Force Police have 
been added to the 
current taskforce 
patrolling the Algarve 
since the first official 
day of the summer, June 
2V^, in line with the 
'Safe Summer' 
campaign. 

According to the region’s 
PSP commander, Vitor 
Rodrigues, the Special Task 
Force Police comprise of of- 
ficers from several specialised 
departments, who have been 
living permanently in the Al- 
garve since last year, but have 
now been “transferred to ac- 
tive and intense policing in 
areas with the highest number 
of tourists” during the sum- 
mer months. 

The extra eighty officers 
can be seen in Praia da Rocha, 
Faro, Olhao, Tavira and Vila 
Real de Santo Antonio, with 
Lagos receiving a fifteen man 
reinforcement of Rapid Inter- 
vention Police from Lisbon. 

These task forces are 
focussing on car parks and 
retail centres, as “we [the 
PSP] know it is at this time 
that there is an increasing 
amount of thefts and cars’ 
contents being stolen, and also 
a higher risk of altercations 
occurring” said Vitor 
Rodrigues. 

Although the region’ s PSP 
commander says more rein- 
forcements maybe required in 
Lagos, he believes the current 
additional officers are 
“enough”. “Last year we 
only received these men and 
things went very well” he 
said, pointing out that be- 
tween July and September 
2009, the PSP registered a 7% 
reduction in crime.

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Alentejo dethrones Algarve in travel ‘Oscars’ 


Thisyearthe Alentejo pipped the Algarve tothe post intakingthe 
award for Best National Tourism Region after its southern rival had 
been awarded the title for three consecutive years. 



The results of the a nn ual 
Publituris Portugal Travel 
Awards, considered by those in 
the industry as the ‘Oscars’ of 
tourism, were announced last 
week. A lavish gala evening was 
held at the Hotel Tivoli Victo- 
ria, in Vilamoura(Algarve), dur- 
ing which the awards were an- 
nounced. 

For the first time in three 
years the Algarve did not take the 
most coveted award - best na- 
tional region - which instead 
went to the Alentejo. 

Ironically, the winner for 
‘BestNational Tourism Region’ 
was announced by the head of 
the Algarve Regional Tourism 


Board (ERTA), Nuno Aires, 
who j oked that the award would 
be “on loan” to the Alentej o until

Resort & Spa, in the Algarve, 
which took the title from the Praia 
d’El Rey Golf & Beach Resort, 
in Obidos, and the Choupana 
Hills Resort & Spa, Madeira. 

In the category of ‘Best Hotel 
Chain ’ the winner was the Tivoli 
Hotel & Resorts Group and ‘Best 
Golf Course ’ was awarded to the

airline TAP took the ‘Best Air- 
line’ award, beating competition 
from Air France and Lufthansa.

De Wever’ s New Flemish Al- 
liance won 28 percent of the vote 
in Dutch-speaking Flanders, the 
northern half of Belgium, in the 
national election on 14 June. Else- 
where that would not be an im- 
pressive result, but in the highly 
fragmented Belgian political sys- 
tem it counts as an avalanche. 

A long struggle will now ensue 
while the many Flemish and 
Walloon parties struggle to form 
a coalition with a parliamentary 
majority. It’s always a struggle, 
because there is very little by way 
of shared identity between the 
Flemish and the French-speaking 
Walloons. (After the 2007 elec- 
tion, it took 200 days to negotiate 
a coalition, and then there were 
three governments in three years . ) 
Belgianpolitics has reached a state 
of semi-permanent paralysis. 

The proj ect for an independent 
Flanders is no longer a political 
pipe-dream, but the reaction else- 
where is likely to be a loud Who 
Cares? So we end up with a sepa- 
rate Flanders and a (reluctantly) 
independent Wallonia. Wecanlive 
with that. However, the very thing 
that is destroying Belgium may 
also destroy the European Union, 
or at least drive it back to a much 
earlier version of itself. 

It is customary, when discuss- 
ing what’ s wrong with Belgium, 
to recite a history lesson about 
how the French-speaking part, 
Wallonia, was one of the first in- 
dustrialised areas in Europe and 
dominated the Belgian state for 
over a century. The Flemish al- 
ways resented their lower status, 
and after the Second World War 
the shoe moved to the other foot. 

Wallonia’ s smokestackindus- 
tries were dying, while Flanders 
got all the new high-tech industry 
and grew rich. By the 1980s the 
Flemish were powerful and con- 
fident enough to demand and get 
an extravagantly federal system, 
but in two key areas they failed. 
The Walloon political leaders 
ceded all sorts of powers to the 
various federal entities, but they 
managed to keep both taxation and 
social spending under the control 
of the central government. 

So long as the Flemish politi- 
cians must negotiate with them 
about how money is collected and 
spent, the Walloons can ensure 
that a big chunk of federal spend- 
ing is actually transfers of wealth 
from rich Flanders to poorer 
W allonia (where unemployment 
is twice as high) . After a few dec- 
ades of subsidising the Walloons, 
many of the Flemish have con- 
cluded that the problem is the cen- 
tral government itself, and that the 
solution is its abolition. 

Now consider the present dif- 
ficulties of the European Union: 
most urgently the crisis of the euro 
currency, but more broadly the 
growing popular resistance to any 
further attempts to “broaden” or 
“deepen” the EU. 

Might this be connected to the 
fact that the richer countries of 
northern Europe are getting fed up 
with the huge transfer of resources 
to southern Europe, and in par- 
ticular with the way that their 


common currency has been under- 
mined by the fiscal irresponsibil- 
ity of the southern members? Of 
course it is, and it does not bode 
well for the future of the EU as 
currently constituted. 

The architects of the euro half- 
understood that rich countries like 
Germany and France and rela- 
tively poor countries like Greece 
and Portugal need to run their cur- 
rencies in different ways. The 
euro, as a one-size-fits-all strait- 
jacket, was therefore a problem- 
atic currency from the start, but 
the elite policy-makers who 
wanted to “deepen” European 
unity were determined to have it 
anyway. 

They tried to erase the north- 
south disparity by large transfers 
of resources from the rich to the 
poor countries, but that didn’t 
really change the economic struc- 
tures and political habits of the 
poorer, mostly Mediterranean 
countries - and it awakened a 
powerful sense of grievance 
among the rich. Like the Elemish 
in Belgium, the northern European 
countries that use the euro are run- 
ning out of patience. 

Large transfers of resources 
between different regions are pos- 
sible if people at both ends of the 
exchange see themselves as part of 
the same greater enterprise. But 
the Elemish don’ t see themselves 
in that light - and neither do most 
ordinary people in the EU. 

The “European” identity that 
has emerged with the growth of 
the EU in the past half-century is 
not a mere fantasy, but it is not a 
deeply rooted, instinctive iden- 
tity for most people either. The 
sheer foot-dragging reluctance of 
the German government to finance 
the bail-out of Greece, even 
though the euro itself was at risk, 
is a measure of how deep the rot 
has gone. 

Greece will probably declare 
bankruptcy in a couple of years, 
but the euro currency as a whole 
will survive until the next major 
recession. It will probably not 
survive beyond that, however, 
unless the national economic poli- 
cies of EU countries can be subor- 
dinated to some all-powerful cen- 
tral bank. That is very unlikely to 
happen. 

The euro, it turns out, was 
probably a step too far. Devised 
as a means of uniting Europe, it 
instead threatens to divide it fa- 
tally, and all the good that the pre- 
vious, more modest version of the 
EU did could be lost.

British Ambassador Alexander 
Ellis and his wife Teresa for over 
an hour, before setting off to en- 
joy the music by the band of the 
Portuguese Navy some of the

Accord- 
ing to a source at the Embassy, 
sponsors allowed for the garden 
party to be self-sufficient. 

In his address, Mr. Ellis sup- 
plied some British humour when 


he told guests that when England 
had drawn against the U.S . after 
a goal-keeping blunder in the 
W orld Cup and Portugal had been 
unable to score against the Ivory 
Coast thought was given to or- 
ganising a match between Eng- 
land and Portugal. 

The idea was shelved as a 
pointless exercise it was thought 
that “England would let in too 
many goals while Portugal would 
be unable to score”. Eortunately 
for both nations, goalkeeping er- 
rors are now a distant memory 
and scoring goals is something 
Portugal is now famous for after 
beating North Korea 7-0. 

In fluent Portuguese - the am- 
bassador worked for the British 
government in Lisbon for five 
years between 1992 and 1996, 
serving as third and later second 
secretary and it was during this 
time that he met his Portuguese 
wife, Maria Teresa Adegas -Mr 
Ellis thanked his team which runs 
“one of the best embassies in the 
world”. 

This compliment was later re- 
ciprocated by an official who has 
worked for the embassy for “dec- 
ades”, telling The Portugal 
News: “He is the best I have 
worked for”. Mr. Ellis also made 
mention of the visiting consular 
staff from Portimao, who had 
never before attended the Queen’ s 
birthday celebrations in Lisbon. 

This was also the final appear- 
ance Paul Rodwell in his capacity 
as Portimao Consul. Mr. Rodwell 
will be takingup apostin Alicante. 
His successor, believed to be a 
long-time female resident in the 
Algarve, is expected to be publicly 
announced in the coming week or 
two, having reportedly spent time 
recently receiving training to pre- 
pare her for the task of dealing with 
the 1.3 million British tourists 
who visit the region each year, 
while also aiding the tens of thou- 
sands of UK nationals resident in 
the Algarve. 


Parents of teen who died in 
Macao ask PM Socrates 
for new investigation 


The parents of Luis Amorim - a 17 year old whose 2007 
death was ruled as suicide by Macao's authorities - 
demonstrated this pastTuesday outside a meeting between 
Macao Chief Executive Fernando Chui Sai and Portuguese 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates, calling for a new investigation 


to be opened. 

The parents and a few friends 
demonstrated peacefully at the 
door of Mr. Socrates’ official resi- 
dence. Maria Jose Azevedo, 
Amorim’s mother, told Lusa 
News Agency that despite the 
official inquiry’ s conclusion that 
her son had killed himself, there 
are indications of “violent acts 
having caused his death”. 

Mrs. Azevedo wants “a new 
investigation, led by a different 


team”, and has appealed to Prime 
Minister Socrates and to several 
Portuguese institutions. 

Portuguese Eoreign Minister 
Luis Amado said last Eriday that 
both Portugal’s and Macao’s 
governments are “interested” in 
finding the whole truth about 
Amorim’s death, while “fully 
respecting the sovereignty of the 
judicial branch”. 


Saramago book sales rise 
tenfold 

Portugal's largest retail book chain 
reported Tuesday a tenfold increase in 

sales of Jose Saramago books in the days 

following the Portuguese Nobel prize- 
winning novelist'sdeath. 


Bertrand told Lusa News 
Agency its store had sold 
1,000 copies of Saramago 
books last Saturday and Sun- 
day, ten times more than in the 
previous weekend. 

The best selling titles were 
Saramago’ s most recent 
novel, ‘Cain’, and one of his 
most celebrated, ‘Baltasar 
andBlimunda’. 

The ENAC chain also re- 
ported an “846% increase” in 


Saramago sales after his death 
compared to the three preced- 
ing days. 

Zeferino Coelho, manager 
for Saramago’ s publisher 
Caminho, said that no special 
printings were necessary as 
the author’ s works are “con- 
stantly in print”. 

Spanish booksellers also 
reported great increases in 
Saramago sales.

Summer in the Algarve - the 
peak season for tourism - is fast 
approaching yet the Portuguese 
government has made little to no 
progress in clamping down on the 
amount of unauthorised accom- 
modation available in the region 
that drains the state of potential 
revenue. 

It is estimated that there are 
currently around 200,000 ‘paral- 
lel beds’ -unlicensed accommo- 
dation that is rented to tourists - 
in the Algarve, which creates di- 
rect and ‘disloyal’ competition 
for hotels and tourist resorts. 

Owners of unlicensed rental 
accommodation avoid paying 
taxes on income. And even 
though, in 2008, the government 
created a ruling to simplify the 
licensing of such properties, only 
3,000 proprietors - or 1.5 per- 
cent of existing parallel beds - 
have done so. 


Reportedly, contrary to the 
complex procedures that are nec- 
essary to legalise a hotel, resort 
or camping grounds, for example, 
all that is required to legalise pri- 
vate tourist accommodation is a 
quick trip to the local town hall 
to present documents such as a 
floor plan of the property (which 
must also comply with specific 
health and safety requirements), 
and to fill in a handful of forms. 

Even so, relatively few prop- 
erty owners have decided to 
officialise their activity, which for 
many is an alternative form of 
undeclared financial income. 

The number of ‘parallel beds’ 
available in the Algarve at present 
is thought to be double the amount 
of legalised acconunodation. 

Regional tourism officials 
have said that this is having a “di- 
rect impact” on both legalised ac- 
commodation and the economy. 


After killing two women, 
man attempts suicide 


Two women were fatally 
shot by a man in Sines on Tues- 
day, one of the victims being the 
man’s wife. After committing 
the horrific crimes, the man then 
attempted suicide. 

The double homicide oc- 
curred at around 7pm on Tues- 
day evening, near the Morgavel 
dam, in Sines. 


The motive for the crime has 
not been revealed by the GNR.

hardware restrictions, you also 
have to pay attention to what the 
operating system can access. For 
instance, the various 64-bit ver- 
sions of Windows Vista can ac- 
cess anywhere from a maximum 
of 8 GB to 128 GB of RAM. Still, 
that’ s a marked improvement on 
the 4 GB max for 3 2-bit operating 
systems. 

Windows 7 does push these 
limits a little further. Although the 
64-bit version of Home Premium 
only supports 16 GB of RAM, 
the Professional and Ultimate 
editions aU have physical memory 
support of 192 GB. 

Despite this very appealing 
advantage, there are still quite a 
few cons to 64-bit operating sys- 
tems that could cause headaches 
to the average home user- mainly , 


the rest of the world still needs to 
catch up. Although there are some 
signs that the 64-bit versions of 
Windows are gaining momentum, 
even Microsoft acknowledges 
that there are several compatibil- 
ity issues on both the hardware 
and software fronts. 

In short, if there is some piece 


of software or hardware that you 
can’ t live without, it’ s best to do a 
little research before investing in 
a 64-bit OS. However, this 
doesn’ t mean that you have to shy 
away from a 64-bit processor, es- 
pecially if you’ re looking to buy a 
machine that you want to last 
awhile. 


With three main editions of 
Windows 7, Microsoft has cut 
back the number of Windows 
SKU’s (Stock Keeping Units), 
but it’ s still important to know the 
difference between the various 
editions. 

Due in part to the confusion 
caused by Microsoft’ s Windows 
Vista version strategy, Microsoft 
opted to reduce the number of 
available systems from six ver- 
sions for Windows Vista down to 
three for Windows 7. This makes 
it easier for users to decide which 
version they’re looking to up- 
grade to. 

As an added bonus, Microsoft 
has included both 32-bit and 64- 
bit copies of the operating system 
within each retail version of Win- 
dows 7. 1 will discuss the differ- 
ence between 32-bit and 64-bit 
versions at the end of my article. 
For those of you who are looking 
to purchase OEM (Original 
equipment manufacturer) sys- 
tems, you will have to choose 
which version you want as OEM 
versions can only be installed and 
used on one computer. You will 
not be able to install it on a differ- 
ent computer afterwards. 

All the Versions 

New computers typically 
come with Windows 7 
preinstalled. In addition to the 
three main products described 
below including Home Premium, 
Professional and Ultimate, 
Microsoft did release an OEM 
only version called Windows 7 
Starter Edition that can be included 
on some models of netbooks. 

Windows 7 Starter 

Although you are be able to run 
any version of Windows 7 on a 
netbook, assumingyou’ vegotthe 
specifications, Windows 7 Starter 
was designed with netbooks in 
mind. Windows 7 Starter is only 
offered to OEM partners to install 
on netbooks prior to customer 
purchase. The idea here is that this 
version of Windows 7 is more lim- 
itedin nature, but it is still capable 
of handling the types of tasks that 
one normally performs on a 
netbook. Also, Windows 7 Starter 
is cheaper than other versions of 
Windows 7 so that manufactur- 
ers can pass that saving along to 
consumers, keeping the overall 
price of the netbook as low as 
possible. As far as differences 
between Windows 7 Starter and 
Home Premium, there are a lot. 
Windows 7 Starteris limited from 
Home Premium in that it does not 
have: 

• Aero Glass themes. With Win- 
dows 7 Starter, you can only use 
Windows Basic or other opaque 
themes. With Aero themes, you 
have the ability to use taskbar pre- 
views (hover over an icon in the 
taskbar to preview) and Aero Peek 
(a convenient way of flipping 
through Windows and apps). 
Windows 7 Starter does not sup- 
port these features. 

• The ability to change desktop 
backgrounds, Windows colours, 
or default Windows alert sounds. 

• Easy switch between different 
user accounts without logging off. 

• Dual or Multi monitor capabili- 
ties. 

• DVD Playback compatibility. 

• Windows Media Center. 

• Media streaming capabilities, 
allowing you to stream music, vid- 
eos, or television.

Edition 

Windows 7 Home Premium 
includes the following features : - 

• Basic Windows 7 features such 
as improved userinterface, mouse 
shortcuts, and search improve- 
ments. 

• Windows Media Center - which 
used to be a separate edition of 
Windows, now allows users to 
allow Windows to act as a Digital 
Video Recorder and more. 

• HomeGroup - replacing the old 
“Workgroup” functionality - al- 
lows computers to interact while 
on the same network.

It’s 
priced significantly less than Pro- 
fessional and as long as you have 
less than 5-10 PC’s on your net- 
work, Home Premium is suffi- 
cient.

Windows 7 Professional builds 
on the feature set of Home Pre- 
mium, but adds desired business 
features such as: 

• Windows XP Mode - allows you 
to run Windows XP in a virtual 
machine in order to be able to run 
older software that is incompat- 
ible with Windows 7. 

• Domain Join - This is a neces- 
sary feature for most businesses 
with more than 5 - 1 0 PC ’ s on their 
network. This feature allows you 
to join a domain and use various 
Server functionalities . 

• Network Backup - This im- 
proves on the basic backup func- 
tionality included in Home Pre- 
mium by giving you the option to 
backup and restore to and from 
network locations.

The difference between 32 & 
64-Bit Computers 

Although 64-bit processors 
have been aroundfor a while, more 
and more people are recognizing 
the phrase “64-bit” since the re- 
lease of Windows Vista- and even 
more so with the debut of Win- 
dows 7. However, since recogniz- 
ing a phrase and understanding it 
are two different things, many still 
have questions concerning the dif- 
ference between 32-bit and 64-bit 
computing. Since many people are 
now upgrading to W indo ws 7 , the 
32-bit vs. 64-bit comparison is 
more topical than ever. 

One matter that is confusing to 
some is the distinction between a 
64-bit processor and a 64-bit op- 
erating system. When speaking of 
a 64-bit processor, I am actually 
referring to a physical CPU that 


can handle up to 64 
pieces, orbits, of binary 
information at a time. If 
you plan on installing a 
64-bit operating sys- 
tem, then you must 
have a 64-bit proces- 
sor even though the 
reverse is not true. In 
fact, it’ s fairly com- 
mon to have a 32-bit 
operating system running on a 
64-bit processor. 

Of course, if you want to take 
full advantage of a 64-bit proces- 
sor, you need to be running a 64- 
bit operating system as well. One 
of the main perks in switching to a 
64-bit OS is increased memory 
support. With a 32-bit system, 
you’ re really restricted to no more 
than 4 GB of RAM. On the other 
hand, a 64-bit system can theoreti- 
cally support 16 exabytes of 
RAM. Just in case you’re count- 
ing here, one exabyte is equivalent 
to over one million gigabytes. 
Now, that’s a lot of memory. 
How Much RAM Can 64-bit 
Windows Handle? 

Even though it is possible to 
support these massive amounts 
of memory, it’ s really not practi- 
cal, especially on the average home 
machine . N ot only do you have to

Behind the scenes of the BBC’s 
Gardeners’ Question Time 



F ans of the BB C ’ s recent 
Gardeners’ World Live 
show maybe interested 
to take a glimpse behind 
the scenes. 

Alan Titchmarsh, Monty 
Don, Toby Buckland, Carol 
Klein, Joe Swift and Alys Fowler 
appeared at the show he Id at Bir- 
mingham’ s NEC, where the event 
was recorded for two pro- 
grammes. 

The popular radio show, 
which is aired on Fridays and 


Sundays, attracts two million lis- 
teners each week - television’s 
BBC Gardeners’ World has the 
same number of viewers - and its 
influence on horticultural spend- 
ing habits is immeasurable. 

But just how prepared are the 
panellists for the onslaught of 
questions that they get? 

For the first 47 years the team 
were shown the questions in ad- 
vance, but that tradition was 
dropped in 1994. Nowadays be- 
ing a panel member is not for the

faint-hearted but for those with a 
depth of gardening knowledge and 
an incisive grasp of a question. 

Regular panellist Anne 
Swithinbank says: “We don’t get 
to see the questions ahead of the 
recording, but they are screened 
and selected by the producer and 
chairman. If they weren’t, I sus- 
pect it would be how to cope with 
slugs and snails, howto get rid of 
ground elder and how to prune 
wisteria every week. 


Espaliers are trees which allow 
top fruits such as apples or pears 
to be trained in narrow beds or 
beside paths, with single upright 
main stems and pairs of straight 
horizontal branches, or arms, ar- 
ranged in tiers. (See right) 

Start by planting a maiden tree 
against wires stretched horizon- 
tally at 60cm intervals. After 
planting, cut the main stem back 
to abudjust above the lowestwire. 

In the first year three shoots will 
grow out - two of these should be 
trained horizontally and the third 
vertically. Any other shoots 
should be rubbed off while 
they’re still green. During winter, 
cut back the main stem to just 
above the second wire to form the 
second tier. 

The following summer, do the 
same with the second tier as you 
did with the first. Prune the 
branches of the first tier in late 
summer, cutting back the side 
shoots to 7.5cm. Keep repeating 
the process until the espalier is the 
required height. 


“We are often asked to recom- 
mend plants for specific sites and 
another common one is why 
some plants refuse to flower for 
their owners. We get asked a lot 
of questions about grape vines, 
figs and strangely, rhubarb.” 

Chairman Eric Robson adds: 
“The most common problems 
are slugs, snails and the gettingrid 
of them. Female panellists al- 
ways have the most gruesome 
methods of killing and disposing 
of them.” 

They’ve also been faced with 
some extremely unusual ques- 
tions over the years. Swithinbank 
recalls being asked: Tflwasatree, 
what sort would it be and why? 
And what trees would the other 


panellists be?’ 

“I said: T suspect I’m more 
like a spreading shrub with rather 
jolly flowers, but wishfully 
thinking, would like to be a tree 
of heaven - sort of heavenly but 
rather high maintenance (this tree 
puts out suckers). Or a pencil- 
thin Italian Cypress (Cupressus 
sempervirens)’.” 

Robson recalls the panel being 
asked about the effectiveness of 
grow- lights. “Unfortunately, the 
questioner was a prison inmate 
(we were recording at Leyhill 
Open Prison at the time) and he 
wasn’t interested in growing cu- 
cumbers!” 

Fellow panellist Matthew 
Biggs adds that often the last ques- 


tions are humorous. He was once 
asked, ‘What would you save 
from your burning shed? ’ 

All agree that, however, much 
gardening knowledge they have, 
they still get nervous before a live 
show. Robson says: “Even after 
1 6 years in the chair the adrena- 
line runs before each show. Af- 
ter all it’s a big responsibility 
chairing one of the longest run- 
ning broadcast programmes in 
the world - 63 years and still 
going strong. 

“As the then controller of Ra- 
dio 4 said to me when I took over, 
‘You realise this isn’t just a job. 
We’re actually handing you the 
keys to middle England’ .”

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Nissan Leaf: 

Zeroemmisions 



The latest set of wheels are taken for a spin. 
This week: Nissan Leaf. 


The future of motoring starts 
here - at least one possible future. 
The Nissan Leaf is the first mass- 
produced electric car to go on sale 
in Portugal, and although if s still 
six months away from being re- 
leased, sales are beginning from 
as early as July in Portugal. There 
are electric cars you can go out and 
buy now, but they are either con- 
versions of existing combustion- 
powered cars or odd little plastic 
machines that few would classify 
as a proper car. 

The Leaf is different because 
it was designed from the outset 
to be an electric car, and it will be 
built in sufficient numbers that 
you will be able to go out and buy 
one rather than lease it. Its ap- 
pearance therefore might come as 
something of a surprise: with no 
lump of apetrol engine under the 


ance, charging information and di- 
agnostics. Programme your des- 
tination into the navigation and 
if your route is longer than or 
close to the remaining range, the 
system will highlight charging 
points along the way. 

Better still, the car connects 
with your mobile phone, allow- 
ing you to pre-set the cabin tem- 
perature before disconnecting 
from a charge (hence saving bat- 
tery usage), programme an over- 
night charge to start when the 
cheapest electricity rate begins 
and the Leaf will even notify you 
if its charge is complete. What 
these features do is help to reduce 
the phenomenon of ‘range-anxi- 
ety’, and allow you to use the car 
as flexibly as its design will allow. 

And how flexible is that? Well 
what sets the Leaf apart is the 




pealing prospect in its own right. 
For starters, the electric motor 
delivers 280 Nm of torque from 
zero rpm, so plant your right foot 
from rest and the Leaf zooms for- 
ward with real vim. There are no 
steps in the transmission either, 
so the acceleration doesn’t let up. 

The weight distribution helps 
in the comers too, for although the 
Leaffits into the small family hatch 
template, turn into a comer with 
vigour and it stays largely flat and 
roll-free. The other huge boon with 
electric power is noise: there’s a 
faint whirr from beneath as the 
motor and drivetrain do their 
thing, but even at speed it amounts 
to nothing more than abackground 
hum. 

F inally there ’ s the bottom line . 
New technology costs money. 


and Leaf will be the first full-scale 
production electric car you can 
buy in Portugal when it goes on 
sale in December 20 10. The initial 
price tag is just under €3 5 ,000, but 
the government is offering a 
€5,000 refund incentive on pure 
electric vehicles, for which the 
Leaf qualifies. So that means a 


sticker price of €29,955, which 
canbe reducedby a further€ 1 ,500 
if car owners scrap their previous 
car. Portuguese customers own- 
ing the Nissan LEAF will also ben- 
efit from road tax exemption.

bonnet nor a complicated 
drivetrain, the packaging re- 
straints of a regular car no longer 
apply. Nissan says they wanted 
to make the Leaf acceptable to 
conservative buyers rather than 
being radical in its packaging and 
design. 

It’s still distinctive however 
with a soft, organic shape which 
certainly reflects its status in the 
automotive hierarchy: this is a car 
at the opposite end of the scale 
from an aggressively-styled 
supercar. If you’re buying into 
the idea of the Leaf, then its calm- 
ing and unfussy demeanour 
makes perfect sense. It makes 
sense that a car that is kinder to 
the environment in terms of emis- 
sions has a kinder face too. 

The same intentions are 
clearly delivered on the inside too. 
It’s unlikely you’ll see a friend- 
lier or welcoming cabin for less 
than €60,000, as the Leaf majors 
on gentle curves and much lighter 
colours than in most modem cars. 
All the dashboard information is 
illuminated in a calming blue, with 
a comprehensive display cover- 
ing all the car’ s vital functions. 

The key to the whole system 
is the connected navigation sys- 
tem, which links remotely to a 
global data centre to provide guid- 


novel cell design, using lithium- 
ion batteries like those found in 
mobile phones. Being long and 
thin means they can be mounted 
under the seats and the floor of 
the Leaf, putting all the mass in 
the best place as well as minimis- 
ing the impact on cabin space. 
With a full charge, the Leaf is ca- 
pable of 160kms, with a top 
speed of over 1 45 km/h and rapid 
acceleration to match. A 1 60 kilo- 
metre range is around a third as 
much as a conventional petrol 
engine, butNissan expectbattery 
improvements to extend this in 
time. 

More importantly however, a 
great percentage of the Portu- 
guese population travels less 
than 50 kilometres a day - com- 
fortably allowing the Leaf to 
cover a return commute even 
without a charge in the middle. 
Nissan expects most users to 
charge overnight to utilise 
cheaper tariffs. However, dedi- 
cated high-power charging 
points will be able to deliver an 
80% charge in just 30 minutes. 

Of course, public acceptance 
will be much more restricted if the 
driving experience isn’t up to 
scratch. But after abrief drive, the 
Leaf demonstrates a number of 
attributes that will make it an ap-

For years, Portugal and 
Spain have enjoyed 
something of a monopoly 
for the finest golfing 
destinations in the 
Mediterranean, but they 
may be about to face quite 
achallengefrom Cyprus. 

hen it comes 
to golf, 
Cyprus is the 
new kid on 
the block - it 
only boasts three courses, but 
there are ambitious plans for 
another 14 in the next few years 
to turn the island into another 
golfer’s paradise. 

If the impressive courses at 
Aphrodite Hills, Secret Valley 
and Minthis Hills are anything to 
go by, Cyprus is well on its way 
to becoming a utopia for golfers 
of all abilities. 

I teed off my experience at the 
opulent surroundings of the 
Aphrodite Hills Resort, a fabu- 
lous five-star development in a 
plateau overlooking Petra tou 
Romiou, the legendary birthplace 
of Aphrodite, the goddess of love. 

This five-star resort oozes el- 
egance, with many of its 290 


rooms and suites fit for aking, but 
it also boasts an 1 8-hole champi- 
onship golf course, designed by 
Cabell Robinson, Europe’ s lead- 
ing course architect. 

It’s spectacular, but for 150 
euros around, you expect some- 
thing special! Built on a moun- 
tain, it is separated by a dramatic 
ravine, so buggies are essential to 
complete the course in a day. 

The drive from second green to 
third tee is about a kilometre in 
itself, but this is nothing com- 
pared to the perilous, 
rollercoaster-style descent to the 
seventh. 

Y ou drive your cart down nar- 
row twists and turns, daring not 
to take your eyes off the road 
ahead, to reach a glorious tee shot 
over a 1 60 metre gorge towards a 
luscious green surrounded by ol- 
ive and carob trees. 

The next hole is again impres- 
sive, with the massive eighth 
green seeming to teeter on the 
edge of the Mediterranean. Every 
hole is an event in itself, and is a 
fantastic experience. 

Aphrodite Hills has plenty for 
golf widows and families too: It 
also features a first-class tennis 
academy, a beach club, and a 
multi-purpose sports court for 
children with anything from vol- 
leyball to mini-football. 

The surrounding region of 
Paphos is steeped in local history 
and culture too: Taste the local 
vintage at a nearby winery and 
wine museum, or try your handi- 
work at workshops which turn 
out traditional Cypriot clay 
pots. 

Completing our rounds in near 
darkness, we headed back to 
base, the five-star Columbia 
Beach Resort in the picturesque 
coastal village of Pissouri, for a 
traditional Cypriot meze, a con- 
stant supply of small dishes of 
meat and fish, including delicious 
barbecued octopus, all cooked 
to perfection. 

Smaller than Aphrodite Hills 
resort, the Columbia is equally 
luxurious. 

With elegant suites around the 
main pool, a stone’ s throw from 
the sea, this hotel is rightly re- 
garded as one of the best in the 
region. After a day’s golf, what 
better way to relax than in the 
hotel’s spa, with highly-trained 
therapists on hand to massage 
aches and strains away? 

Next up was Secret V alley Golf 
Club, a short drive from 
Aphrodite Hills, and a course 
within a colourful, picturesque 
valley. An ‘easier’ proposition 
than the previous day, but hardly 
one to be taken lightly. 

The course has a stunning new 
clubhouse, redeveloped in 2006, 
and manager Stelios Patsalides 
summed up the course perfectly: 
“The views of the surroundings 
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combined with the design efforts 
create a unique and memorable 
golfing experience.” 

Quite right. Although less 
glamorous. Secret Valley stiUhad 
an air of grandeur, in the setting 
of a natural amphitheatre with the 
hills looming up to create abowl. 

It felt the most ‘British’ of the 
three - and the rain we encoun- 
tered made us feel decidedly Brit- 
ish too. 

While we got drenched by a 
heavy downpour - rare in these 
parts, but welcome for the rain- 
starved country - this was Cy- 
prus, so we were soon dry and 
the round completed in bright 
sunshine. 

We then moved up the road to 
Paphos, a city festooned in his- 
tory and an archaeology lover’ s 
delight, whether it be the im- 
maculately preserved mosaics at 
the House of Dionysus near the 
popular harbour, or the World 
Heritage site of the T ombs of the 
Kings. 

Our home for the next couple 
of nights was the impressive 
Almyra Hotel, the first-ever ho- 
tel built in Paphos in 1972. Origi- 
nally the Paphos Beach Hotel, it 
was re-named Almyra after a 
huge renovation in 2003 . 

A very modern-feeling com- 
plex, the hotel offers the ultimate 
in ‘resort chic’ and our Aethon 
Sea View rooms resembled mini- 


villas with abalcony overlooking 
the sea. We lived like kings for 
two days. 

One of the main selling points 
of the Almyra is the Almyra Spa, 
which promises “to create a ho- 
listic approach through health, 
beauty and fitness”. 

With luxury treatments rang- 
ing from Eragrant Elower Rituals 
to Mountain Herb Retreats, the 
Spa provides a pampering to ease 
any painful memories of poor 
shots on the fairways. 

Our final golfing destination 
was Minthis Hills near the village 
of T sada, just 1 5km north-east of 
Paphos, anothervenue of breath- 
taking beauty. 

Built in 1 994 by Donald Steel, 
the course underwent massive 
renovation before reopening in 
June 2007. A new clubhouse is 
under construction. 

The club’s temporary base, a 
ramshackle-style building, might 
lack the ‘wow factor’, but the 
course has that in spades. After- 
wards, the clubhouse restaurant 
served a cracking mixed grill . 

At an altitude of 550 metres 
above sea level and with meander- 
ing hills all around, Minthis pro- 
vides a stunning vista of the Cyp- 
riot countryside and offers a re- 
ally challenging 1 8 holes. 

Stand-out hole is the 1 4th right 
on the edge of the course, where 
the tee has been cut out of the side

of out-of-bounds shrubbery and 
olive trees, with ominous perils 
awaiting those brave enough to 
have a blast at the hole perched 
above the valley, some 250 me- 
tres away. 

Just enjoying the beautiful 
Cypriot sunshine and country- 
side was a delight in itself, but to 
do it while playing a round was 
pure heaven. 

If you’re seeking a new chal- 
lenge, Cyprus is definitely the 
place to take your clubs too. And 
make it snappy before the se- 
cret’ s out about a new golfing 
paradise.

Tending British wounded soldiers 

n The terrible injuries sustained by British soldiers in Afghanistan are often treated by Reservists who leave 
their medical jobs in the UKto temporarily work infield hospitals in the war zone. Lisa Salmon speaks to 
Reservists currently being trained about what they'll be doing in Afghanistan, andtothe medical trainers 
who know exactly what these men and women will have to deal with asthey help the wounded. 


Nurse Tracey Heath spends a 
huge chunk other spare time train- 
ing to treat the sick and injured at 
a hospital in the middle of the 
desert. 

But bosses at the Royal 
Oldham Hospital, where she 
works, don’ t mind that she’ s plan- 
ning to look after patients else- 
where. 

For the hospital she’ s training 
to work for is at Camp Bastion, 
the British military base in 
Helmand Province, Afghanistan, 
where Territorial Army (TA) 


medic Heath will soon be de- 
ployed. 

She’ s part of the 207 Field Hos- 
pital medical team whose mem- 
bers will temporarily leave their 
civilian day jobs in UK hospitals, 
medical practices and laboratories 
to take control of the £10 million 
(nearly €12 million) state-of-the- 
art hospital at Bastion for three 
months later this year. 

The reservists have just com- 
pleted the latest in a number of 
specialised training sessions at the 
Army Medical Services Training

Centre at Strensall, near Y ork. 

The training includes simulated 
medical emergencies, sometimes 
involving real amputees wearing 
expertly applied make-up to cre- 
ate the appearance of fresh blast 
injuries. 

It’s not the real thing, but the 
idea is to give reservists a taste of 
what they’ll experience when 
they staff the Bastion hospital. 

Heath, 35 , served in Iraq for six 
months in 2005, but thinks her 
experiences in Afghanistan will be 
different: “I think I’ll be more pre- 


pared than I was before I went to 
Iraq, but that’ s got a lot to do with 
the training we’ve done. 

“Until we get out there, we 
don’t know how we’re going to 
feel, but you don’t have as much 
anxiety once you’ve done one 
post.” 

The nurse stresses that while 
there she and the medical team will 
have to deal with typical war in- 
juries such as blast and gunshot 
wounds, the hospital also treats 
soldiers with illnesses, and Afghan 
civilians.

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Certainly, Ministry of Defence 
figures show that while 158 armed 
forces personnel were seriously 
wounded in Afghanistan last year, 
and 1,229 were treated by field 
hospitals, 721 of them were suf- 
fering from diseases or non-battle 
injuries. 

“You still have your walking 
wounded, and you have your 
strains and sprains and chest 
pains,” explains Heath. 

“There’ s a lot of what you nor- 
mally do, but you have traumas on 
top.” 

While Heath knows there will 
be a lot of mental and physical 
pressure out there, she insists: 
“We’re there to do our jobs and 
look after the lads. 

“They’re the ones that have the 
hardships, the ones that are work- 
ing on the ground. 

“I want to serve my country 
and I want to look after our lads 
and girls.” 

She adds: “You’d be inhuman 
if it didn’t affect you. It affects 
everybody, and everyone learns 
to deal with things in different 
ways.” 

One of the team supporting 
medical staff like Heath as they 
treat patients at Bastion will be 
Major John Hewitt, a biomedical 
scientist from Stockport who nor- 
mally works at Manchester Royal 
Infirmary. 

He ’ 11 be working in a small lab 
in the field hospital, dealing with 
blood transfusions, haematology 
and chemistry. 

So if a wounded soldier needs a 
transfusion urgently, Hewitt will 
find compatible blood. 

At Bastion, the labs are beside 
the operating theatres, and 
Hewitt says : “We’ U be in the mid- 
dle of things, and that’ s something 
I’ve never seen before - I’ve 
worked in hospitals all my life, 
and the casualty department has 
usually been at the end of a phone 
line. This will be much more real. 

“It’ 11 be great to talk to the doc- 
tors and nurses, and see how what 
we do supports them.” 

The 52-year-old says that al- 
though he can’ t be certain of how 
he’ U feel until he’ s actually work- 
ing in the field hospital, he believes 
he’s “quite well-prepared” for 
what’s to come, thanks to the 
training. 

The training centre in Strensall, 
which is laid out like the hospital 
in Bastion, and has the same 
equipment and documentation. 

Medical staff who are due to be 
deployed go to Strensall at vari- 
ous stages in their pre-deploy- 
ment period. 


There they receive background 
training, and are put through a 
series of exercises with real-time 
stories and casualties that are 
made to look convincing by a 
make-up artist. 

The training centre is run by 
Colonel Janet Pilgrim, a trained 
nurse from the regular army’s 
Queen Alexandra Royal Army 
Nursing Corps. 

She says: “We’re doing the 
collective piece - all the team- 
building, and getting themused to 
the anomahes of working in athea- 
tre like Afghanistan.” 

Real amputees, Afghan actors, 
and young soldiers from the regu- 
lar army, often wearing realistic 
‘injury make-up’ , act as patients 
at Strensall. 

“It’ s got to be realistic as it gets 
them into the training zone - 
there’ s little point in us doing this 
half-heartedly because it’s im- 
portant that they understand 
what they’ll have to face,” 
stresses Pilgrim. 

The reservists are trained in 
dealing with a multitude of ill- 
nesses and accidents, as well as 
blast injuries, as such injuries are 
often not the main problem 
treated at the hospital. 

“It’ s the diarrhoea and vomit- 
ing and the skin disorders, orthey 
might have malaria,” says Pilgrim. 

“The soldiers still get appen- 
dicitis out there, or fall off a lorry 
and hurt their back. 


“We feed in all those medical 
scenarios as well - we don’t 
purely give them training for blast 
and gunshot wounds.” 

She explains that as well as deal- 
ing with injuries and illnesses in a 
war zone, part of the training 
looks at what happens to the sol- 
diers, airmen and sailors when 
they’re discharged. 

In some cases, that means con- 
tacting the RAF to make sure an 
aircraft is available to fly them 
home. 

T o cater for such pos sibilities , 
an Air Evacuation Liaison officer 
and the Critical Care Support 
team train with the reservists. 

Pilgrim says the Strensall cen- 
tre pulls together extremely 
skilled clinical people who go on 
to do a “superb job” in Afghani- 
stan. 

But she adds: “I don’t think 
we can ever fully prepare them 
for what they might see out 
there, but the training certainly 
takes the edge off it, and gives 
them the confidence to be able to 
do their job.” 

Colonel Robin Jackson, aLan- 
caster GP who joined the TA in 
1 98 1 , is the conunanding officer 
of 207 Field Hospital. 

He is justifiably proud of his 
staff and the Bastion hospital, 
which boasts full x-ray facilities, 
CT scanners and blood transfu- 
sion and lab services. 

He says: “If you walked into 


our hospital in Bastion, you’d 
think you were in an NHS hospi- 
tal. 

“It’ s a superb facility - in fact, 
it’s probably better equipped 
than the average NHS hospital.” 

The Bastion hospital is staffed 
by T A units on a three-month ro- 
tation with the regular army, so 
medical services can be sustained 
without having an adverse impact 
on the NHS in the UK. 

“We’re not draining NHS re- 
sources by taking lots of reserv- 
ists away from the hospitals they 
work in,” explains Jackson. 

He describes the way such ef- 
ficient medical teams are created 
so quickly as “quite awesome”, 
and stresses that the medics return 
to the UK after their tour of duty 
armed with new skills and confi- 
dence that the NHS then benefits 
from. 

Jackson has warned employers 
to be mindful of the “challenges” 
their employees will have faced in 
Afghanistan when they return to 
work. 

However, he points out: 
“Equally, they need to be aware 
of what they’ve gained from that 
and how they can use those new 
skills to the benefit of all patients 
in the NHS.” 

He adds: “I would go so far as 
to say it’ s a life-enhancing experi- 
ence for the reservists . 

“They come back feeling their 
life has changed for the better be-

Product pilfering 

Just in case you were in any 
doubt about how much the 
non-fairer sex value their mir- 
ror image, the male cosmetic 
market is growing at twice the

Nothing can replace the precious time when mums or dads 
read bedtime storiesto their children.

So he recorded the stories for 
little Laura to listen to while he was 
away - and because he ’ s an audio 
editor and dubbing mixer, they 
were complete with realistic 
sound effects. 

The recordings were so good 
that Coombs and four of his 
friends, who were also dads, de- 
cided to make it possible for all 
parents to create such personal- 
ised children’s audio-books. 

Coombs and his pals - dads to a 
total of 14 children - have now, 
after years of work, set up a 
website for what they call the 
Magical Story Machine 
(www.magicalstorymachine.com), 
where recordings of children’s 
stories can be made, complete 
with music and sound effects. 

Coombs, a dad-of-two who 
lives inKingston-upon-Thames, 
explains: “I wanted my four-year- 
old to knowthat eventhoughi was 
away for a few weeks, she was 
always in my thoughts. 

“So I took some of her favour- 
ite stories to work, recorded my- 
self reading them, and created 
sound-effects, so they were per- 
sonalised audio-books for her. 

‘ ‘After that I invited my a friend 
to do one for his son, and he sug- 
gested that we probably weren’t 
the only ones that had this need - 
modem life takes people to the far 
comers of the world, and some- 
times it’s difficult to stay to- 
gether.” 

After discussing the fledgling 
idea at a dinner party, the dads 
eventually formed a company, 
aptly called Five Dads Ltd, and 
took the idea to web experts to 
bring it to fruition. 

On the site, which was launched 
this month, readers choose one of 


the stories - which range from 
Room on the Broom and Laura’ s 
Star, to Three Little Pigs and 
Goldilocks - and pay between 
£4.95 and£5.95 (€6-7.20), before 
recording the story by reading the 
words on screen at a leisurely pace. 

Readers can listenback, with or 
without the sound effects, as they 
record. 

Apersonal message to the child 
can also be recorded at the begin- 
ning or end of the story. 

It ’ s then mixed with the music 
and sound effects, and can be lis- 
tened to there and then, or 
downloaded and put on an iPod, 
MP3 player etc. 

Coombs, 45, proudly says: 
“Nothing in the world replaces 
being with your children to read 
to them. 

“But if you’re a soldier, work 
on an oil rig, are divorced, or are 
grandparents living thousands of 
miles away, this allows you to 
maintain a connection with your 
child. 

“It’s a wonderful way to be 
there to tuck them in when you 
can’t physically be there. 

“If your voice can be sooth- 
ingly reading them a story, they ’ 11 
feel that you value them even if 
you’re not there.” 

He adds: “If you can use tech- 
nology to increase a child’ s enthu- 
siasm and interest in books, that 
can’t be bad.” 

One of the Five Dads is Scott 
Paton, an advertising director 
from Oxfordshire who used to 
spend more than 120 nights a year 
working abroad and away fromhis 
two children, now aged 10 and 
seven. 

He says: “As a father, the idea 
of a finding a way to be there for 
storytime even when I wasn’t 
there seemed like a great idea. 

“When we started to work on 
the beginning of what’s now the 
Magical Story Machine, it seemed 
like a neat answer to a real prob- 
lem of modem lives. 

“My kids loved the early re- 
cordings of stories I did.” 

The National Literacy Tmst 
(NET) believes children can build 
on their literacy skills and learn to 
love reading through a range of 
technology including e-readers, 
computers and DVDs. 

SarahDeZoysa, managerofthe 
net’s National Reading Net- 


work for Schools and Early Y ears 
Settings, says: “Intoday’s digital 
age we firmly believe all technol- 
ogy that supports literacy devel- 
opment must be embraced. 

“Access to reading materials in 
the home, whatever form they 
may take, is essential for children 
to develop the literacy skills they 
need to do well at school and to 
enjoy opportunities throughout 
their life.” 

She points out that one in six 
youngpeople in the UK will grow 
up without the literacy skills they 
need to fulfil their potential. 


One of the ways the NET is 
campaigning to change this is 
through a new campaign called 
Tell Me a Story. 

“The campaign is to raise 
awarene ss that every child has the 
right to share stories,” she says. 

“We want everyone to pledge 
to spend 1 0 minutes reading with 
the child in their life every day - 
that’s all it takes to make a real 
difference to a child’ s future.”

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Food for dad to remember 


When Miranda Gardiner's dad was widowed, while learning to live without his soul mate, he had to 
learn to cook. His daughter came to the rescue, and in her new book passes on her wisdom to Sarah 
O'Meara 



When Miranda Gardiner’s 
mother Rosalind died from ean- 
eer in 2005, her father not only 
lost his soulmate of 40 years, but 
the metaphorieal keys to their 
kitehen. 

“The analogy that seemed 
most apt is that of a 
passenger in a ear,” 
says ehef Miranda of 
her father, Riehard, 

64, who has spent 
the last five 
years learning 
to eook from 
serateh. 


“He ’ s always been a passenger 
and had the end pro duet served up 
to him, but how it got there was a 
bit of a mystery.” 

In her new book T eaehing Dad 
To Cook Flapjaek, Miranda re- 
veals how her father began by liv- 
ing offbeans on toast and then 
started ringinghis daughter. 

The reeipe book eharts her 
attempts to set him on the 
right traek. 

“The things he found the 
most diffieult were all the 
peripheral stuff like sell- 
by dates, defrosting, 
and eooking teeh- 
niques. 

“He had no idea 
howto steam some- 
thing, but has got 
into all the gadg- 
ets,” she ex- 
plains. 

With Riehard 
in Cornwall, 
and mother-of- 
three Miranda 
living in Devon, 
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her tutorials have been all deliv- 
ered by telephone, and ranged 
from how to poaeh eggs, to eook- 
ingveggies. 

“I eould have done the natural 
thing, and eooked loads of food, 
frozen it and taken it over. But 
that ’ s just a short-term solution.” 

Instead, Miranda verbally 
helped her father over some hur- 
dles, and listened as he related tales 
of his new “tower steamer” that 
eould do five vegetables at onee. 

She adds that her mum would 
have been surprised by develop- 
ments. 

“In the old days ifl had rung up 
and dad answered. I’d have in- 
stantly beenhanded overto mum. 

“Now he might phone me up 
three times a day, just to remark 
on something, beeause he hasn’t 
got anyone else there. We’ve 
grown eloser in areas that we 
weren’t before.” 

For Father’s Day, Miranda is 
planning something a little bit spe- 
eial. And she suggests that the 
way to guarantee a happy dad is 


to keep the menu simple. 

“I’m tempted to say that I’ll 
eook Shepherds Cottage, which is 
my version of shepherd’s pie. 

“If s amixture ofteef and lamb, 
and works because it’s so homely. 
So many people say to me that 
when they go home, that’s what 
their mum cooks for them. So that 
seems about right.” 

While Richard hasn’t entirely 
followed in his wife’s culinary 
footsteps, according to Miranda 
- “He ’ s done things inhis own way 
and when he found the local farm 
shop he was off’ - he does know 
one recipe which keeps his wife ’ s 
memory alive. 

“The flapjack is something 
mum used to make, so that was 
one of the few dishes I actually 
showed him how to make in per- 
son - partly because it was so 
easy. 

“I knew he didn’t have weigh- 
ing scales, so I showed him using 
cups, and cutting the butter. It was 
nostalgic and reminded us both of 
mum.” 
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Bacon and egg pie 

250g shortcrust pastry 

90g cold unsalted butter for the 

filling 

3 tbsps olive oil 
2 large red onions 
1 tbsp sugar 

400g back bacon or pancetta, 
chopped 
6 eggs 

Salt and pepper 
50g pine nuts 

Handful of flat-leaf parsley, tom 
To make pastry: 

180g plain flour 
90g cold unsalted butter 
A pinch of salt 
2-3 tbsps ice-cold water 

Combine the flour, salt and 
butter in a food-processor and 
blitz until cmmbly. Add the ice- 
cold water a little at a time until 
the dough comes together to form 
a ball. Wrap it in clingfilm and 
leave in the fridge for 3 0 minutes 
(or freeze for another day) while 
you make the filling. 

Preheat the oven to 180C/Gas 
Mark 4 and start making the fill- 
ing. 

Heat the olive oil in a large 
thick-based pan over a moderate 
heat. Add the chopped onion and 
soft brown sugar and cook, stir- 
ring, for about 10 minutes. Then 
add the chopped bacon and cook 
for another 5 minutes until things 
have softened. The bacon needs 


(Serves 6-8) 



to maintain a juicy pink colour, 
and not become crispy. 

While the filling is cooking, 
whisk the eggs in a jug and season 
wellwith salt and pepper. Set this 
aside for the moment. 

Remove the pastry from the 
fridge and roll it out to fit a 3 0cm 
tart tin. Bake blind for 1 5-20 min- 
utes, until the pastry is lightly 
coloured and dry. Turn the oven 
down to 1 70C/Gas Mark 3 . 

Arrange the bacon-and-onion 
mixture on the base ofthe pie case, 
then pour over the seasoned egg 
mixture. Sprinkle with fresh tom 
parsley and pine nuts. Cook for 
35-40 minutes until the tart is 
goldenbrown and feels firm in the 
centre 


Chewy flapjack d 6 slices) 



300g butter 

4 tablespoons golden symp 
340g golden caster sugar, or use 
1 70g golden caster sugar and 

1 7 Og rapadura sugar 
200ml condensed milk 

5 OOg porridge oats 

Preheat the oven to 1 60C/Gas 
mark 3 and line a 33 cm x 23 cm 
roasting tin with baking parch- 
ment. 

In a large, heavy-based pan 
melt together the butter, symp 
and sugar over a low heat. When 
they have all mingled and melted, 
add the condensed milk and re- 
move from the heat. Mix in the 
oats until covered by the caramel 
mixture. 

Pour the mixture into the tin and 
pat down with a spatula; you 
don’t have to be too fussy about 
this as, in the oven, it acts like a 


self-levelling floor screed and 
forms it own perfect level. Cook 
for about 1 5-20 minutes. When 
the flapjack starts to brown 
around the edges of the tin then it’ s 
time to take it out - it will still be 
relatively pale in the middle. Cut 
into 1 6 pieces when still warm, but 
not straight away, as it tends to 
‘cook’ backtogether again. 

If you would like to decorate the 
flapjack, let it cool, thenmelt some 
dark chocolate in abowl over just- 
poured boiling water. 

Make piping bags out of 20cm 
squares of parchment paper (cut 
the square in half diagonally to 
make two triangles, then make the 
long side into the nozzle by roll- 
ing it up). Pipe chocolate words, 
smiley faces, one-eyed mon- 
sters. . . until the chocolate and crea- 
tive flair dry up.

Princes Harry and Seeiso ar- 
rived in Semonkong, high in the 
mountains of Lesotho, on atypi- 
cal winter’s day. Despite the 
clear skies, the temperature was 
around minus 10. 

On Wednesday, 16th June, a 
helicopter carrying both Prince 
Harry and Prince Seeiso touched 
down in the kingdom landlocked 
by South Africa. 

Both Princes climbed on 
horses and set off through the 
small tin-shack shops scattered 
across the Semonkong town cen- 
tre. Horses are the usual mode of 
transport in the high mountains, 
where even off-road vehicles have 
been found to struggle. 

Prince Seeiso is the younger 
brother of King Letsie III of 
Lesotho. The prince is also 
Lesotho Ambassador to the 
United Kingdom. 

Both Princes founded 
'Sentebale' the Lesotho charity to 
help OVCs (orphans and vulner- 
able children). 

The Princes were are in 
Semonkong to meet shepherd 


students at two separate shep- 
herd schools. One of these is run 
by the local Roman Catholic 
church and the other is run by the 
see (Sentebale Children’ s Cen- 
tre). 

The Princes were also in 
Lesotho to visit SCC and meet the 
orphans housed by this Christian 
charity. 'Sentebale' help them 
with core costs, being payment 
of wages and a donation to food 
costs. “It is a huge help for which 
we are very grateful” a spokes- 
person for the SCC explained this 
week. 

Jill Kinsey of the SCC ex- 
plained that she was asked if the 
Princes’ involvement with 
Lesotho orphans could be simply 
a PR exercise? According to her, 
the picture of Prince William at 
the Sentebale children’ s centre is 
evidence that is clearly not the 
case. 

‘ ‘When our children began sing- 
ing at the start of their 'drama' - a 
tear slipped down Prince Harry’ s 
cheek”, Jill Kinsey recalls. “I 
guess Royals shouldn't show

The Semonkong Centre began 
in February 2006 and is home to 
over 85 children who are either or- 
phans or destitute. It was started 
by former Algarve resident Jill 
Kinsey but is now run by mission- 
aries, Tara and Patrick Baanen 
(Jill's daughter and son-in-law). 

Meanwhile, Jill started an- 
other Children's Centre in Octo- 
ber 2008 in a village called Pulane, 
which is already home to over 50 
children. 

Jill personally fundraises 
worldwide to provide a quality 
of life for these youngsters who 
would have no future. Sentebale 
Charity provides some financial 
support for 'core' costs in 
Semonkong, but monies are still 
needed daily for running costs in 
Semonkong and all costs in 
Pulane.

A weapon of mass destruction has been 
unleashed and North Korea has been the 
unwilling recipient. If evera single 
sporting performance hassilencedthe 
critics and united an entire nation, it was 
Monday's demolition by the Portuguese 
national team of their hapless North 
Korean counterparts. 



In the lead up to the game, 
Portugal, so laeklustre in their 
goalless draw six days earlier 
against the Ivory Coast, were 
taking no chanees against the 
Asians, who had performed sur- 
prisingly well in their 2-1 defeat 
to Brazil last week. 

Victory, and the accompany- 
ing three points, was all that 
mattered, no matter by what 
margin or by what methods. 

Returning to the changing 
rooms with a slender one goal 
advantage, albeit after also rat- 
tling the Korean team’s wood- 
work on two separate occasions 
and dominating proceedings, 
there was still a sense of trepi- 
dation on the pitch and off it. A 
draw would mean the national 
team would be enjoying some 
southern European sunshine by 
as early as this weekend, and the 
Koreans had revealed glimpses 
of how effective their counter- 
attacks could be during the first 
45 minutes of the game. 

But such fears were soon dis- 
pelled as Portugal rammed home 
six more goals in the second-half 
of this do-or-die encounter. 
They could have had a hatful 
more had they been less waste- 
ful in front of goal. 

Carlos Queiroz had rung the 
changes to the team, benching 
playmaker Deco, who had ear- 
lier criticised his boss’s tactics 
against the Ivory Coast. 

Similarly, Chelsea reserve 
team full-back Paulo Ferreira 
was sacrificed from the opening 
game ’ s starting eleven and so too 
were Danny and Liedson. 

These four changes appeared 
to reinvigorate the unimagina- 
tive team that bored the world the 
week before, reminding doubt- 
ers that Portugal is at its most 
dangerous when under-esti- 
mated. 

Not that the North Koreans 
did that. They simply had no 
answer to the swift passing and 
endless energy shown by the 
Portuguese as they slowly, but 
surely, succumbed to a team 
which many now argue can go all 
the way to the final. 

The second-half annihilation 
inflicted on the Koreans re- 
minded the world that while 
many of Portugal ’stop football- 


ers may have peaked, they were 
giving it their all in this, their 
swansong. 

Simao Sabrosa, Ricardo 
Carvalho and Pedro Mendes, all 
in their 30s, showed that expe- 
rience and class cannot be re- 
placed by youth and that they 
could still do their on-the-pitch 
duties as well as anyone. 
Though, Benfica’s Fabio 
Coentrao is at left-back now 
surely up there with Ashley 
Cole as one of the world’s best 
in his position after a flawless 
season at Benfica which has fol- 
lowed up with two brilliant dis- 
plays in the World Cup. 

However, his true test of ma- 
turity will come this Friday 
against the adventurous Brazil- 
ians, who will undoubtedly find 
a chink in the 22-year old’s ar- 
mour if there is one. 

Portugal’s chances of not 
qualifying for the knock-out 
phase of the World Cup are now 
slim, and would require two 
rather unusual, though not im- 
possible results. First, Brazil 
will have to beat Portugal by a 
winning margin of three goals, 
followed by the Ivory Coast 
emulating Portugal by scoring 
seven against the North Kore- 
ans. While they will be flying 
back home on Saturday, they 
will be playing for lost pride on 
Friday afternoon and the obvi- 
ous need to provide a better 
showing of themselves to the 
world and their compatriots 
should see them escape another 
drubbing. 

Carlos Queiroz said after the 
game that he believed the result 
would bring renewed “confi- 
dence, ambition and intelli- 
gence” to the team, and with 
Cristiano Ronaldo breaking his 
two-year duck of not scoring an 
official goal in a Portugal shirt, 
fans can be forgiven for thinking 
that there will be no need for 
complicated mathematics at 
around 5pm on Friday after- 
noon. Instead, other permuta- 
tions will come into play, such 
as which of either Brazil or Por- 
tugal gets to face tournament 
favourites Spain in the next 
round, assuming of course that 
they beat Chile over the week- 
end.
